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MINUTES  OF  MID-YEAR 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

OF  THE 

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

HELD  IN 

BOGALLSA,  LOUISIANA 
OCTOBER  19,  9,  21,  1943 


War-time  inconveniences  of  travel  failed  to  keep  eighteen  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Wom- 
an’s Society  of  Christian  Service  from  attending  the  mid-year  execu- 
tive meeting  in  Bogalusa  on  October  19,  20,  21.  These  unable  to  at- 
tend were:  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  Mrs.  T.  D.  Chapman,  Mrs.  Walker 
McDonald,  Mrs.  George  Sexton,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter. 

Genuine  friendliness  and  thoughtful  courtesy  made  the  occasion 
an  outstanding  success.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  pastor  host 
and  hostess,  welcomed  the  guests  in  their  lovely  home,  and  Mrs.  C.  D. 
Tisdale,  president  of  the  local  society,  and  her  efficient  committees, 
were  in  charge  of  the  entertainment  of  the  gupsts. 

A beautifully  appointed  dinner,  with  decorations  effectively  carry- 
ing out  the  autumn  theme,  opened  the  Executive  Session.  A luncheon 
and  a delightful  buffet  supper,  where  the  officers  of  the  local  society 
had  as  their  special  guests,  their  corresponding  conference  officer,  were 
other  entertainment  features. 

Following  the  buffet  supper  a short  open  meeting  was  held  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  church.  The  conference  officers  were  presented,  and 
told  of  their  work,  and  a devotional  by  Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer  concluded 
the  meeting. 


EVENING  SESSION 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  lovely  dinner,  the  committee  remained 
seated  about  the  table  for  the  first  session,  and  opened  the  meeting 
by  singing  th  hymn — “From  All  That  Dwell  Below  The  Skies.” 

Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild  gave  the  opening  devotional,  reading  the  scrip- 
ture from  John,  and  concluded  with  a prayer  for  guidance,  and  a 
deepening  of  the  spiritual  life. 

Mrs.  Pollard  welcomed  the  three  new  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  presented  them  to  the  group,  i.  e.  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kil- 
patrick of  Shreveport,  Treasurer;  Miss  Grace  Lawson  of  Welch,  Sec- 
retary of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild;  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Miller  of  Welch,  Dis- 
trict Secretary  of  Lake  Charles  District. 

Roll  was  called,  and  explanations  were  made  telling  why  members 
were  absent.  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  was  asked  to  send  a telegram  to  Mrs. 
Chapman,  expressing  regret  over  her  husband’s  illness. 

Mrs.  Pollard  explained  changes  in  the  program,  and  outlined  events 
for  the  next  day’s  activities.

Reports  of  officers  followed: 

Mrs.  Pollard  gave  an  acount  of  her  “stewartship”  since  conference 
had  met  in  Monroe.  She  spoke  of  the  changes  that  had  come  to  her 
during  the  past  months;  discussed  problems  confronting  Mac  Donell 
School,  and  told  of  attending  the  board  meeting  there;  spoke  of  details 
attending  the  election  of  the  hew  treasurer,  and  expressed  apprecia- 
tion for  Mrs.  McConnell’s  valuable  assistance;  reported  on  Mrs.  God- 
frey’s visit  to  Louisiana,  and  the  splendid  work  that  has  resulted  from 
her  visit;  told  the  highlights  of  Pastor’s  School,  and  School  of  Mis- 
sions at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  The  group  was  interested  in  hearing  news  of 
Arlene  Tyler,  our  own  Louisiana  girl,  who  was  graduated  from  Scar- 
ritt,  consecrated  a Deaconess  in  June,  and  is  now  employed  as  a rural 
worker  in  Alabama;  of  hearing  about  the  two  new  Secretaries  of  Stu- 
dent Work:  Miss  Helen  Strickland,  a deaconess  and  a graduate  of 
Scarritt,  who  is  now  located  at  S.  L.  I.  I.  in  Lafayette,  and  Mis's 
Genevieve  Reynolds,  holding  an  M.  A.  in  religious  education  has  been 
placed  in  charge  of  the  work  at  Louisiana  State  Normal,  at  Natchi- 
toches. 

Mrs.  Lasky,  recording  secretary  reported  that  1250  copies  of  min- 
utes had  been  printed  at  the  cost  of  $483.  This  was  a substantial  in- 
crease over  the  previous  year,  and  she  expressed  the  hope  that  their 
use  would  warrant  this  expenditure. 

Mrs.  McKeithen,  vice-president,  spoke  with  enthusiasm  of  the 
splendid  increase  in  special  memberships  in  every  district,  with  Baton 
Rouge  District  leading.  She  displayed  a chart  comparing  special  mem- 
berships of  1942  with  those  given  in  1943,  and  explained  that  for  the 
first  three  quarters  in  1942  $1,090  had  been  given,  while  for  the  same 
period  in  1943,  $2,410  had  been  given.  Mrs.  McKeithen  urged  the  con- 
tinued promotion  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick,  treasurer,  expressed  her  appreciation  in  becoming 
a member  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee.  She  urged  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  to  ask  local  treasurers,  whenever  possible,  to  send  in 
their  money  before  ending  of  the  quarter.

The  meeting  was  adjourned. 


MORNING  SESSION 

The  Executive  Committee  reconvened  at  9:00  A.  M.  Wednesday 
Morning,  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Rev.  G.  W.  Pomeroy 
was  in  charge  of  the  worship  period,  and  opened  the  meeting  by  the 
group  singing,  “More  Love  To  Thee.”  He  centered  his  thoughts  about 
Paul’s  great  love  poem,  the  13th  Chapter  of  Corinthians,  closing  his 
helpful  devotional  with  prayer,  followed  by  the  singing  of  “Lord  Jesus 
I Love  Thee.” 

Reports  of  officers  continued. 
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Mrs.  J.  H.  Thatcher,  secretary  of  organization,  stated  that  ail  goals 
had  not  been  met,  but  progress  has  been  made  along  most  lines  of 
endeavor.  She  reported  248  societies,  with  81,10  members;  42  Wesleyan 
Service  Guilds,  with  634  members.  She  urged  that  special  emphasis  be 
placed  upon  regaining  lost  members,  making  early  plans  for  an  effec- 
tive Officers  Training  Day,  and  the  goal,  a Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Services  on  every  charge.  She  reported  that  Mrs.  Godfrey’s  14  sub- 
district meetings  had  been  of  great  service  throughout  the  Conference. 
Mrs.  Thatcher  urged  that  ofifcers  assist  in  any  way  they  could  in 
promoting  the  work,  for  she  said,  “indifference  stalks  the  land.’’  The 
Executive  Committee  paused  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  J.  Hunter  Thatcher, 
a consecrated  Christian  gentleman,  who  has  recently  passed  away. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  expressed 
appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  attending  the  School  of  Missions  at 
Mt.  Sequoyah.  She  said  quarterly  letters  had  been  sent  local  society 
study  leaders,  and  later  suggestions  from  the  conference  study  com- 
mittee would  be  mailed.  She  reported  on  the  Educational  Seminars 
held  during  the  late  summer,  with  379  persons  attending  from  93 
societies.  During  the  year  303  study  classes  have  been  held  with  an 
attendance  of  6,003  persons. 

Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf,  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  asked  that  local  societies  continue  to  place 
emphasis  on  alcohol  and  narcotic  education,  and  requested  that  the 
societies  interest  themselves  in  curernt  legislation,  particularly  the  bill 
to  repeal  the  poll  tax,  and  the  repeal  of  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act. 
She  said  that  reporting  had  greatly  improved,  and  interest  in  this 
department  was  growing.  She  attributed  it  to  the  improved  study 
program  under  the  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  education. 
She  told  of  the  work  of  Miss  Winnie  Buckles,  of  Mississippi,  who 
works  with  the  State  Board  of  Education  as  Director  of  Narcotic  Edu- 
cation. Mrs.  Metcalf  is  anxious  that  a similar  program  be  adopted  in 
Louisiana,  and  asked  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  to  co- 
operate with  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  Women’s  Club,  P.  T.  A’s  or  any  group  in 
securing  such  a program. 

The  Executive  Committee  passed  a resolution  to  go  on  record  asking 
the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  securing  a Director  of  Narcotic  Education  for  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
working  under  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of  Education;  to  this  project 
the  Louisiana  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  would  give  their 
wholehearted  cooperation  and  financial  assistance. 

Miss  Grace  Lawson,  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  ex- 
pressed appreciation  for  the  opportunity  of  attending  Mt.  Sequoyah. 
There  are  42  Guilds;  and  representatives  from  these  attended  a meet- 
ing in  Alexandria  during  the  summer,  where  Miss  Leila  Norris  was 
speaker.  Miss. Lawson  stressed  the  importance  of  interesting  the  many 
women  now  employed,  and  inviting  them  to  become  members  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  also  requested  that  local  societies,  having 
Guilds,  select  some  person  to  serve  as  “coordinator,”  who  can  attend 
both  meetings,  and  disseminate  information. 

Discussion  ensued  concerning  the  possibility  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  having  a conference  either  preceding,  or  following',  the  annual 
Conference  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  so  that  they 
might  have  the  benefit  of  the  speakers  attending.  It  was  decided  that 
due  to  crowded  conditions  of  the  hostess  city  this  would  not  be  a 
feasible  plan  for  the  coming  year,  but  it  would  be  considered  in  the 
future. 
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Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Dameron  and  second  by  Mrs.  Gibson,  it  was 
voted  that  each  Guild  send  a delegate  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  Conference  in  the  spring  of  1944.  This  motion, 
changing  the  standing  rules,  was  referred  to  the  by-law  committee. 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Sartor,  Secretary  of  Young  Women’s  and  Girl’s  Work, 
told  of  the  activities  for  the  year,  and  displayed  a number  of  at- 
tractive pamphlets  that  are  available  for  the  youth  programs.  She 
urged  the  cooperation  of  the  local  pastors  and  local  church  leaders 
in  planning  the  youth  programs.  She  said  that  reports  have  been  few, 
and  there  are  not  many  interest  groups  as  yet.  A total  of  $301.02  has 
been  given  for  the  first  three  quarters,  and  this  is  a gain  over  the 
same  period  in  1942.  She  stressed  the  importance  of  selecting  a suit- 
able officer  for  directing  young1  women’s  and  girl’s  work. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  emphasised  the 
following  points  in  working  with  students: 

1.  To  become  informed  about  the  work  on  the  campus. 

2.  To  continue  your  contracts  during  college. 

3.  On  graduation,  contact  students  until  they  are  tied  to  a 
local  church. 

She  further  urged  the  importance  of  keeping  up  with  the  boys  in 
service,  and  in  working  with  students  in  defense  plants.  She  urged  that 
every  secretary  of  student  work,  in  the  local  church,  should  be  elected 
to  the  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

Mrs.  E.  Conger,  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  working  with  children  during  war-time,  particularly  so 
since  so  many  mothers  are  gainfully  employed.  She  recommended  the 
study  of  the  highly  informative  pamphlet,  “Children  of  the  Church  in 
War-Time,”  by  Mildred  Widber,  25c,  order  from  420  Plum  street, 
Cincinnati.  She  told  of  two  constructive  pieces  of  work  done  for 
children  by  the  McIntyre  and  the  De  Ridder  Churches.  More  “Ad- 
ditional Sessions”  are  needed  throughout  the  church. 

Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  Secretary  of  Supplies,  told  of  the  excellent  response 
to  her  quarterly  letters  requesting  supplies,  and  stated  that  Louisiana 
stood  at  the  top  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  supplies  given  for  the  first  half 
of  this  year.  Over  twelve  hundred  dollars  have  been  given  for  medical 
supplies  for  China,  India  and  Africa,  she  said.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of 
the  societies  have  participated  in  this  giving.  She  told  of  the  work  being 
done  at  St.  Marks  and  at  Mac  Donell  School,  and  reported  that  they 
were  both  in  a good  financial  condition,  but  were  short  of  teachers 
and  workers. 

Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  life,  stated  that  in- 
terest in  Spiritual  Life  Work  was  growing,  as  evidenced  by  the  increas- 
ing of  reports.  She  emphasised,  however,  that  is  was  left  up  to  each 
leader  to  make  use  of  material  best  suited  to  the  particular  needs  of  her 
group.  She  expressed  the  hope  that  the  outcome  of  these  meetings 
would  “Make  Christians  who  are  different  enough  to  make  a difference.” 

Mrs.  Pollard  made  the  following  committee  appointments,  follow- 
ing which,  the  meeting  adjourned  for  lunch: 

Deaconess — Mrs.  Davidson,  Mrs.  Miller  and  Mrs.  Laskey. 

Finance  Committee — Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick,  Mrs.  Jones,  Mrs.  Pome- 
roy, Mrs.  Conger  and  Mrs.  Metcalf. 
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By-Law  Committee — Mrs.  McKeithen,  Mrs.  Hightower,  Mrs.  Pome- 
roy and  Miss  Lawson. 

Conference  Program — Mrs.  Laskey,  Mrs.  Davidson,  Mrs.  Dameron, 
Mrs.  Sartor,  Mrs.  Shaffer  and  Mrs.  Jones  . 

Promotion  and  Organization — Mrs.  Thatcher  and  the  District  Sec- 
retaries. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Upon  reconvening,  various  committees  met  for  two  hours,  then  the 
group  reassembled  for  the  continuation  of  business,  with  Mrs.  Mc- 
Keithen opening  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

The  group  discussed  the  recipient  of  a study  grant,  who  is  now 
employed  as  a director  of  religious  education. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Gibson  and  a second  by  Mrs.  Fairchild  it  was 
voted  to  release  Marguerite  Manning  from  any  financial  obligation  in 
repaying  money  used  for  a study  grant  at  Scarritt. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  and  a second  by  Mrs.  Jones,  it  was 
voted  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  study  and  work  out  a policy 
establishing  the  course  for  future  study  grants. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  read  a letter  from  Mrs.  Poundstone,  chairman  of  the 
Status  of  Women  for  the  Jurisdiction,  urging  the  inclusion  of  Women 
as  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  in  making  policies  for  the 
church,  since  they  have  such  a large  part  in  church  affairs. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy  and  a second  by  Mrs.  Metcalf,  it 
was  voted  that  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  sponsor  Mrs.  Pollard  to  represent  to  women  of  Lopisiana 
Methodism,  and  advocate  her  election  as  lay  delegate  to  General 
Conference. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  asked  permission  to  write  the  conference  lay  leader 
and  tell  him  that  the  Methodist  Women  are  anxious  that  Mrs.  Pol- 
lard be  elected  to  General  Conference,  and  would  appreciate  help  in 
electing  her. 

Mrs.  Pollard  expressed  appreciation  to  the  group  for  sponsoring 
her  as  a proposed  delegate. 

Mrs.  Pollard  explained  that  Mrs.  Downs,  Mrs.  DeVinney  and  Mrs. 
Fulton  are  retiring  from  the  Women’s  Division,  and  Mrs.  Sexton  has 
asked  that  names  of  southern  women  be  sent  in  to  replace  them.  Mrs. 
Pollard  also  discussed  our  representative  on  the  General  Board  of 
Missions.  It  was  decided  that  we  support  Mrs.  Ledbetter  who  has 
served  so  admirably  in  this  capacity. 

It,  was  voted  that  the  secretary  write  Mrs.  McConnell  a note  of 
thanks  for  taking’  over  the  treasurers  books,  for  the  excellent  manner 

in  which  they  were  kept,  and  for  assisting  the  new  treasurer. 

It  was  suggested  that  members  of  this  Executive  Committee  be- 
come informed  as  to  the  cities  where  the  Bishop’s  Crusade  for  the 
New  World  Order  will  be  held. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Jones  and  a second  by  Mrs.  Gibson,  it  was 
voted  to  go  before  ration  boards  and  ask  for  gasoline  for  necessary 
church  meetings,  as  long  as  beer  trucks  are  running. 
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It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Metcalf  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Gibson,  that 
if  travel  expenses  are  not  too  great,  Miss  Ocie  Saunders  will  be  asked 
to  teach  the  study  course  on  Missions  at  Pastor’s  School.  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Dameron  will  be  asked  to  teach  if  Miss  Saunders  cannot  accept. 
Motion  carried. 

The  secretary  read  by-law  No.  1 concerning  elections.  Mrs.  Pol- 
lard reminded  the  group  that  1944  will  be  election  year,  and  asked  that 
any  officers  who  will  not  stand  for  re-election  to  let  it  be  known,  so 
that  the  nominating  committee  would  have  advance  information.  Mrs. 
Metcalf  stated  that  she  would  not  be  up  for  re-election.  Mrs.  Pollard 
asked  that  names  to  fill  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  activities  be  submitted  to  Mrs.  Collins, 
chairman  of  the  nominating  committee. 

Mrs.  Pollard  requested  that  conference  officers  communicate  with 
her  should  they  find  their  expense  acounts  inadequate. 

Transportation  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  in  Topeka,  Kansas 
in  April  was  discussed. 

It  was  voted  that  Conference  pay  the  delegate’s  railroad  fare  to 
the  Jurisdiction  Meeting,  purchasing  first  class  railroad  tickets,  but  each 
delegate  would  pay  her  own  pullman  fare. 

The  meeting  adjourned  for  the  dinner  hour. 

EVENING  SESSION 

Following  a brief  open  meeting  the  Executive  Committee  re- 
convened for  the  final  business  session,  and  ballots  were  taken  for 
the  election  of  alternates  to  attend  the  Jurisdictional  Meeting. 

Reports  from  the  Sessions  Committee  Followed: 

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  BY-LAW  COMMITTEE  were  read  and 
adopted. 

We  recommend  to  the  Conference  by-laws  committee  to  be  voted 
upon  at  the  next  Annual  Conference  the  following: 

1.  That  each  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
delegate  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 
Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen,  chairman 
Miss  Grace  Lawson,  secretary 

The  tellers  reported  the  result  of  balloting  for  alternates  to  the 
Jurisdiction  as  follows: 

Mrs.  Gibson  11,  Pomeroy  11,  McKeithen  10,  Laskey  9,  Shaffer  8, 
Sarter  8,  Conger  8,  Davidson  6,  Kilpatrick  6,  Hightower  4,  Chapman  1, 
Miller  1,  and  Lawson  1.  It  was  decided  that  the  first  five  with  highest 
would  be  elected  alternates,  so  balloting  was  taken  over  on  Conger, 
Sartor  and  Shaffer.  It  was  later  announced  that  Mrs.  Conger  would  be 
the  fifth  alternate. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  were  discussed 
and  adopted. 

We,  the  Committee  on  Finance  wish  to  make  the  following  rec- 
ommendations : 

1.  That  special  memberships  included  in  local  society  budgets 
be  over  and  above  pledges  to  missions. 
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2.  That  considering  the  needs  of  our  missionaries  on  foreign  fields, 
we  recommend  that  we  set  our  pledge  for  1944  for  $33,250.  an 
increase  of  $950,  and  that  local  societies  be  asked  to  increase 
their  pledge  5 per  cent  over  this  current  year  to  meet  this  in- 
crease. 

3.  That  each  local  society  continue  to  place  emphasis  on  the 
payment  of  the  cultivation  fund  on  a membership  basis,  as 
adopted  by  Conference. 

4.  That  the  treasurer  allocate  supply  money  according  to  the 
direction  for  supplies. 

5.  That  in  order  to  help  pay  the  salaries  of  Missionaries  in  China, 
and  to  sustain  those  servants  of  God  who  are  feeling  the  pinch 
of  circumstance,  due  to  increased  living  costs,  we  promote  a 
plan  to  over-pay  our  pledges.  Five  dollars  a day  will  feed  a 
missionary  for  one  day  during  this  time. 

6.  That  the  president  appoint  a committee  to  study  the  Con- 
ference with  regard  to  the  expansion  of  urban  work.

Following  the  adoption  of  the  recommendations  on  finance,  Mrs. 
Pollard  apointed  Mrs.  Sexton,  Mrs.  Ledbetter,  Mrs.  Kilpatrick,  and  the 
president  to  serve  on  the  committee  to  study  urban  work. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  ORGANIZATION  AND  PROMO- 
TION COMMITTEE  were  read  and  adopted. 

We,  the  committee  on  organization  and  promotion  make  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

1.  That  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  election  of  officers  in  local 
societies,  there  shall  be  held  “Officers  Training  Day,”  planned 
and  directed  by  district  secretaries  and  zone  leaders. 

2.  That  women  unable  to  attend  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  because  of  business  affiliations  be  urged  to  keep 
their  contact  by  joining  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

3.  That  districts  be  zoned  more  compactly  where  necessary.

Report  of  Committee  on  Conference  Planning  was  read,  discussed 
and  approved. 

We,  the  conference  planning  committee  recommend:

3.  That  a Sacrificial  Supper  be  held,  with  the  proceeds  going  for 
foreign 'supplies,  under  the  Woman’s  Division. 

4.  That  Conference  Officers  use  their  time  on  the  conference  floor 
to  speak  to  their  recommendations  only,  and  that  mimeographed 
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copies  of  recommendations  from  the  planning  groups  be  pro- 
vided in  sufficient  numbers  for  the  delegated  Conference  body. 

5.  That  societies  attempt  to  face  community  problems  caused  by 
war-time  conditions,  and  a well  informed  speaker  be  asked 
to  discuss  these  situations.  Deaconess  Julia  Reed  was  suggested 
as  such  a possibility. 

6.  That  some  method  of  presenting  special  memberships  on  the 
conference  floor  be  worked  out. 

7.  That  each  of  the  following  planning  committees  be  held,  and 
the  conference  delegates  appointed  as  in  three  previous  years:

(b)  Missionary  Education  and  Service 

(c)  Supplies  and  Finance 

(d)  Organization  and  Promotion

The  Fourth  Annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  convened  in  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Crowley,  La.,  at  2:00 
o’clock  Tuesday,  March  28,  1944,  with  Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard  presiding. 

Hymn  No.  479,  “Jesus  Shall  Reign,”  opened  the  Conference  Fol- 
lowing this,  Mrs.  John  J.  Miller,  hostess  District  Secretary,  read  the 
Scripture  from  Luke,  and  closed  the  worship  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  Chairman  of  the  program  committee  presented 
the  outstanding  features  of  the  program  and  called  attention  to  its 
theme  .“Today’s  Challenge  for  Tomorrow’s  Tasks.” 
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A summary  of  the  mid-year  Executive  Meeting,  held  in  Bogalusa, 
with  an  outline  of  the  principal  events  and  recommendations,  was 
given  by  Mrs.  Laskey. 

In  a clever  and  original  manner,  Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen  presented 
Mrs.  Pollard,  who  gave  an  able  and  inspiring  message. 

In  a stirring  manner  Mrs.  Pollard  challenged  the  women  to  meet 
the  demands  of  to-day  and  those  of  tomorrow.  She  summarized  the 
varied  activities  of  the  past  year,  paying  tribute  to  the  hundreds  of 
women  who  have  given  freely  of  their  time  and  means.  She  urged  the 
women  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  offered  them  for  ad- 
vancing Christian  work,  with  renewed  zeal,  faith  and  consecration.  It 
is  only  by  the  application  of  Christian  principles  that  love  will 
triumph  over  hate,  justice  over  tyranny  and  truth  over  ignorance. 
Opportunities  for  service  are  limitless,  she  said  in  conclusion  ,and  for 
women  who  must  endure  the  heartbreak  and  agony  of  war,  the  one 
remedy  is  to  direct  the  emotions  into  channels  of  service  to  God  and 
humanity.  (See  Index- President’s  Message). 

Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick  spoke  of  the  privilege  of  serving  as  treasurer, 
and  the  happiness  she  received  when  thinking  of  Missionary  dollars 
transmuted  into  personalities  and  Christian  service.  As  pages  distributed 
copies  o‘f  the  Annual  report,  she  explained  that  the  pledge  was 
overpaid  $4,008.00.  The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  Conference,  and  Special  Memberships  passed  the  $5,000. 
mark.  According  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  92.3  per  cent 
of  all  money  given  for  missions  reaches  the  home  or  foreign  fields. 

The  Auditor’s  report,  from  the  firm  of  Viser  and  Eglin,  of  Shreve- 
port, was  read  by  the  Secretary,  stating  that  they  had  examined  all 
receipts  and  disbursements,  found  they  were  well  accounted  for  and 
properly  made  with  the  books  and  records  complete  and.  well  kept. 

Mrs.  Pollard  expressed  appreciation  to  the  firm  of  Viser  and  Eglin, 
for  their  auditing  was  a gift  to  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Frank  Bacon,  local  chairman  of  registration,  reported  that 
125  delegates,  17  Conference  officers  and  35  visitors  had  registered  to 
date. 

Mrs.  Laskey  read  the  Committee  appointments  on  Minutes,  Resolu- 
tions, Distributing  and  Collecting  tellers,  and  Counting  tellers. 

Rev.  C.  E.  McLean,  pastor  host,  was  presented,  and  instructed  the 
various  planning  committees  as  to  the  location  of  their  rooms. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  McLean.

“CHALLENGE  DINNER” 

An  outstanding  event  of  the  Conference  was  the  “Challenge  Din- 
ner” given  in  the  Crowley  church,  over  which  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy 
graciously  presided.  Effective  arrangements  of  lovely  spring  flowers 
decorated  the  tables.  Each  place  was  marked  with  a package  of  rice, 
a gift  from  the  business  men  of  Crowley,  and  a program  upon  which 
was  printed  delectable  sounding  recipes. 

Mrs.  C.  E.  McLean,  president  of  the  local  society  warmly  wel- 
comed the  guests  and  Mrs.  E.  A.  Sartor  graciously  responded  to  the 
greetings. 
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Mrs.  David  Tarver  sang  charmingly,  “In  a Garden,”  then  passed 
about  the  room  and  gracefully  presented  distinguished  guests  and 
Conference  officers  with  pink  carnations,  loosely  arranged  in  a garden 
basket. 

Following  Mrs.  Pomeroy’s  presentation  of  distinguished  guests, 
Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter  gave  the  address  of  the  evening — “Missionary 
Mandates.”  With  forceful  emphasis  she  spoke  of  the  challenging  op- 
portunities offered  Christians.  “The  Mandates  that  face  Christians 
in  the  post-war  world  are  almost  terrifying,”  she  said.  “We  must  lift 
ourselves  to  a higher  plane,  and  realize  this  is  a time  when  our  all 
should  be  on  the  alter.  We  are  under  a mandate  to  enter  any  new 
door  God  has  Set  before  us.” 

The  dinner  was  concluded  by  singing  in  unison  “Are  ye  Able.” 

TUESDAY  EVENING 

The  evening  service  opened  at  8:00  o’clock  with  the  singing  of 
hymn  No.  279,  “God  of  Grace  and  God  of  Glory.”  The  scripture  and 
prayer  were  given  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  C.  E.  McLean.  A special  musical 
number  was  given  by  Miss  Barbara  Gillis,  who  sang  beautifully,  “O 
Divine  Redeemer.” 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard  presented  the  speaker  of  the  evening,  Dr. 
Sidney  Anderson,  Missionary  of  China,  who  spoke  on  “Christians  in 
Occupied  China.” 

Dr.  Anderson  gripped  his  audience  by  his  simple,  direct,  human 
account  of  his  Missionary  work  in  China,  following  the  Japanese 
invasion,  his  internment,  and  return  home.  He  told  of  the  magnificent 
courage  and  marvelously  unselfish  spirit  of  the  Chinese  Christians. 
Shining  through  Dr.  Anderson’s  message  was  the  radiant  spirit  of  the 
speaker  whose  own  indomitable  courage  and  faith  was  an  inspira- 
tion to  his  listeners. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address.  Holy  Communion  was  ad- 
ministered by  Rev.  Guy  M.  Hicks  and  visiting  Ministers  to  the  Con- 
ference body  and  guests. 

The  Benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Guy  Hicks. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  MARCH  29,  1944 

During  the  morning  Organ  Meditation,  played  by  Mrs.  G.  J. 
Wyatt,  the  delegates  entered  the  church  quietly  to  observe  a time 
of  prayer.  Hymn  No.  341,  “Mid  All  the  Traffic  of  the  Ways”  opened 
the  morning  session.  Upon  its  conclusion,  Mrs.  Guy  M.  Hicks  read 
excerpts  of  Scripture  centered  about  the  theme  “Comfort,”  and  closed 
the  worship  service  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  Laskey  gave  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  session  from 
the  previous  day. 

Mrs.  Pollard  told  that  this  is  election  year,  and  read  by-law 
No.  1,  explaining  the  election  of  officers. 

Mrs.  George  Sexton,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter  were  called 
to  the  platform  and  presented. 

Mrs.  S.  M.  Collins,  Chairman  of  the  Sesearch  Committee,  pre- 
sented the  names  of  Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen  nd  Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson,

to  be  voted  upon  for  Vice-president.  The  voting  strength  of  the  Con- 
ference was  taken,  ballots  were  cast,  collected  and  the  tellers  retired 
to  count  the  votes. 

Mrs.  McKeithen  announced  that  time  had  been  allotted  on  the 
Conference  program  Thursday  morning  for  the  -presentation  of  special 
memberships.  She  asked  those  who  anticipated  giving  a membership 
to  come  prepared  to  do  so  at  this  time. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  stated  that  the  income  for  special  Memberships  in 
1943  was  $108,000.00,  twice  as  much  as  given  during  1941. 

“The  Districts  Challenge  You”  proved  a most  interesting  and 
instructive  hour,  conducted  by  Mrs.  J.  Hunter  Thatcher,  and  the  seven 
District  Secretaries. 

The  Secretaries  spoke  with  pride  of  their  representative  Districts’ 
achievements,  and  reported  gains  along  all  lines.  They  told  of  in- 
creased number  of  study  classes,  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  Subscrip- 
tions to  magazines  and  a marked  increase  in  Missionary  giving.  Al- 
though these  leaders  expressed  pride  in  the  advances  made,  yet  they 
were  keenly  aware  that  the  progress  made  did  not  measure  up  to  the  op- 
portunities presented. 

Mrs.  Thatcher  concluded  the  hour  by  giving  a resume  of  the 
Conference  work.  She  paid  tribute  to  the  Zone  leaders  and  District 
Secretaries  for  their  initiative,  creative  ability,  and  excellent  quality 
of  work  done.  She  attributed  this  increase  in  work  along  all  lines  of 
endeavor  to  richer  and  deeper  spiritual  experiences,  and  to  an  acute 
awareness  of  the  World’s  great  needs.  With  249  societies,  having  9,279 
members  and  41  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  with  a membership  of  705, 
there  should  be  greater  advances  made  during  the  coming  year.  Mrs. 
Thatcher  concluded  with  a ringing  challenge  to  every  woman  to  "Be 
Strong!  We  are  not  here  to  play,  to  dream,  to  drift;  We  have  hard 
work  to  do,  and  loads  to  lift.” 

Mrs.  E.  E.  Stewart,  Chairman  of  the  counting  tellers,  announced 
that  Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen  had  received  a majority  of  the  votes  cast 
and  had  been  re-elected  Vice-president. 

The  Research  Committee  presented  the  nams  of  Mrs.  D.  C. 
Campbell  and  Mrs.  W.  S.  Row  for  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Organiza- 
tion and  Promotion.  Ballots  were  cast  and  the  tellers  retired  to  make 
the  count.

Hymn  No.  505,  “God  the  Omnipotent”  was  sung  while  the  speakers 
came  to  the  platform. 

Dr.  Sidney  Anderson  again  claimed  the  attention  of  his  audience 
while  speaking  on  “By  the  Refuge  Road.”  He  recounted  his  experiences 
with  Chinese  refugees,  and  related  many  instances  of  their  unselfish 
service  and  devotion.  He  said  they  seemed  living  examples  of  the 
motto  “I  have  saved  myself  by  serving  others.”  Having  lost  all  pos- 
sessions, they  have  learned  through  unselfish  service  to  depend  on 
God.  Dr.  Anderson  said  that  Christian  Americans  should  feel  a deep 
sense  of  responsibility,  and  a spirit  of  inspiration  to  know  that 
Christian  Chinese  are  depending  on  us,  and  believe  that  we  are  leading 
the  world. 

The  tellers  reported  that  Mrs.  D.  C.  Campbell  had  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  and  was  elected  Secretary  of  Organization 

and  Promotion. 
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The  Research  Committee  presented  the  names  of  Mrs.  Glenn 
Laskey  and  Mrs.  John  Michaud  for  the  office  of  Recording  Secretary. 
Ballots  were  cast  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count  the  votes. 

Reports  of  Louisiana  Mission  work  followed. 

Miss  Shiela  Nuttall  spoke  on  “The  Challenge  of  the  Rural  Church” 
telling  of  her  work  in  the  Lake  Charles  District.  She  noted  a growing 
interest  along  all  lines,  but  war  has  brought  stress  and  strain,  and 
this  is  evidenced  in  the  lives  of  the  people  among  whom  she  works.  The 
Challenge  that  she  holds  high  is  that  the  teachings  of  Christ  may 
become  an  integral  working  part  of  everyday  life. 

In  a pleasing  manner  Mrs.  William  H.  Owens  spoke  on  “The  Chal- 
lenge of  the  City  Streets,”  giving  an  interesting  account  of  the  work 
done  at  St.  Marks.  A valiant  attempt  is  made,  she  said,  to  replace 
the  synthetic  standards  of  the  youth  of  today,  with  the  old,  but  ever 
new,  standards  of  Christ.  A chance  is  given  youth  to  make  their  lives 
different  and  to  keep  them  from  becoming  juvenile  delinquents,  so 
that  they  will  become  the  Christian  men  and  women  of  tomorrow. 

Miss  Rosie  Ann  Cobb,  the  new  head  resident  of  Sagar-Brown 
spoke  on  “The  Challenge  of  Negro  Education.”  Following  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  speaker  by  Mrs.  Pollard,  she  asked  the  audience  to  stand 
and  sing  with  her,  “Lord  I Want  to  be  a Christian.”  She  told  of  the 
school’s  attempt  to  provide  a home,  and  to  educate  neglected  and 
orphaned  Negro  children.  She  outlined  the  program  of  work,  gave  an 
account  of  the  activities  of  the  school,  and  some  plans  for  the  future. 
She  appealed  to  'all  societies  to  help  provide  the  children  with  used 
clothing. 

The  tellers  reported  that  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey  had  received  a ma- 
jority of  the  votes  cast  and  had  been  re-elected  Recording  Secretary. 

The  names  of  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr., 
were  presented  by  the  Research  Committee  for  the  office  of  Secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  After  the 
ballots  were  cast,  the  tellers  retired  to  count  the  votes. 

Mrs.  J.  Hunter  Thatcher,  Chairman  of  the  Courtesies  Committee, 
graciously  presented  a large  group  of  visitors,  speakers,  Ministers  and 
their  wives,  and  all  former  Conference  officers.  Rev.  Guy  M.  Hicks 
assisted  Mrs.  Thatcher  in  presenting  the  Ministers  and  their  wives. 

Mrs.  McKeithen  announced  plans  for  the  “World  Federation 
Luncheon.” 

Hymn  No.  455,  “Awake,  Awake  to  Love  and  Live,”  was  sung  pre- 
ceeding  the  noon  quiet  hour. 

Mrs.  O.  W.  Prince,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  for  the  South 
Central  Jurisdiction  conducted  a deeply  spiritual  noon-day  devotional, 
choosing  as  her  subject  “Christ  Our  Hope.”  The  large  audience 
observed  a period  of  quiet  before  Mi’s.  Prince  read  a group  of  her 
favorite  Bible  verses,  grouped  about  the  subject — “God  Our  Defense.” 

In  these  trying  days,  said  Mrs.  Prince,  many  voices  are  calling 
to  women,  but  they  must  learn  to  choose  the  most  important  ones. 
They  must  not  let  community  activities  take  precedense  over  those 
of  the  church  so  that  God  is  left  with  a pittance  of  their  time. 
With  Christ  placed  in  the  center  of  the  plan,  they  must  pause  in 
the  crowded  days  to  listen  to  the  still  small  voice  for  guidance  and 
build  into  the  heart  of  every  woman  a deeper  consecreation.  With 
this  integrating  of  personality  will  come  poise  and  power.  Women 
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will  then  realize  that  Christ  is  the  only  hope  for  the  world  and 
through  the  activities  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
they  can  help  minister  to  all  of  life.  It  is  the  busines  of  Christian  women 
to  help  change  things,  and  they  can  help  bring  Christian  influence 
into  the  whole  scheme  of  American  life. 

This  beautiful  worship  service  was  concluded  by  Mrs.  Marvin 
Field  singing  “The  Lord’s  Prayer.” 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 

The  afternoon  service  opened  with  a beautiful  and  worshipful 
Memorial  service,  conducted  by  Mrs.  David  Tarver,  assisted  by  the 
seven  District  Secretaries,  all  wearing  vestments. 

Gracing  the  altar  was  a lovely  arrangement  of  Calla  lilies,  having 
as  a background  seven  tall  white  candles,  each  tied  with  a single 
white  rose. 

Miss  Barbara  Gillies  sang  “There  is  no  Death,”  following  which 
Mrs.  Tarver  read  the  scripture  and  reverently  paid  tribute  to  those 
members  who  have  passed  away.  As  the  candles  were  lighted  by  the 
District  Secretaries,  names  of  the  departed  members  wre  read.  Mrs. 
Tarver  concluded  the  impressive  service  with  prayer  for  the  loved 
ones  left  behind. 

Following  this  lovely  service,  business  of  the  Conference  was 

resumed. 

The  tellers  reported  that  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy  had  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  and  was  elected  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Mrs.  V.  H.  McKenzie,  Chairman  of  the  Minutes  committee,  re- 
ported that  the  minutes  had  been  checked,  and  had  been  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

Mrs.  Bethia  Watts  spoke  on  “The  Challenge  of  the  Business 
Girls’  Inn,”  saying  it  provides  a home  with  wholesome  atmosphere 
for  123  business  girls  in  the  city  during  war-time.  She  spoke  of  the 
lessons  the  girls  are  learning  to  fit  them  for  tomorrow’s  home- 
makers. 

The  Research  Committee  submitted  the  names  of  Mrs.  J.  J. 
Davidson,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning,  Jr.,  for  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary of  Literature  and  Publications.  Ballots  were  cast  and  the  tellers 
retired  to  make  the  count. 

Mrs.  Pollard  presented  Mrs.  George  Sexton,  Jr.,  president  of  the 
South  Central  Jurisdiction,  and  former  president  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference,  who  spoke  on  “Today  is  Tomorrow.”  The  title  of  her 
talk,  she  explained,  came  from  the  President’s  Christmas  broadcast 
when  he  said,  “Even  now  as  I speak  to  you,  today  is  tomorrow  in 
many  lands.” 

Mrs.  Sexton  spoke  with  her  usual  charm  of  manner,  and  a deep 
intensity  of  feeling,  as  she  emphasized  the  fact  that  ideas  germinated 
and  attitudes  formed  now  are  those  that  will  carry  over  into  the  post- 
war world.  There  will  be  no  brave  new  world  except  the  world 
that  is  being  made  today.  She  summarized  the  achievements  of 
Missions  in  promoting  world  fellowship  and  in  promoting  the  rising 
tide  of  literacy  that  is  sweeping  the  world.  She  urged  that  the  pro- 
gram be  enlarged  so  that  we  would  do  our  part  in  seeing  that  Christ 
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reaches  all  the  world,  for  the  only  way  to  build  a better  world  is 
to  build  better  people.  She  concluded  with  the  challenge  that  we 
start  in  our  own  communities,  and  in  our  own  churches  trying  to 
see  that  Tomorrow’s  world  is  born  Today. 

The  tellers  reported  that  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson  had  been  re-elected 
Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Ballots  were  cast  on  the  names  presented  for  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary of  Supplies,  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  and  Mrs.  R.  I.  Senn.  The  tellers 
retired  to  count  the  votes. 

Mrs.  Pollard  told  of  Patricia  McHughes  interment  in  the  Phil- 
lipine  Islands  and  displayed  special  cards  upon  which  a message 
could  be  written. 

Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick  conducted  a most  impressive  pledge  service 
as  she  and  the  seven  District  Secretaries  stood  grouped  about  a 
globe.  They  pledged  to  some  of  the  fields  of  service  as  follows: 
Alexandria  District,  $3,850  for  defense  and  industrial  areas;  Baton 
Rouge  District,  $4,200  for  minority  groups;  Lake  Charles  District, 
$3,840  for  Louisiana  Misisons;  Monroe  District,  $4,725  for  special 
Missionary  projects  and  Bible  Women;  New  Orleans  District,  $5,695 
for  men  and  women  in  service;  Ruston  District,  $5,000  for  improved 
Medical  conditions  in  China;  Shreveport  District,  $9,884  for  im- 
proving literacy. 

All  placed  their  hands . upon  the  lighted  globe,  to  which  we  are 
dedicated  to  serve,  as  the  total  of  $37,194  was  pledged,  and  repeated 
the  Lord’s  Prayer  in  unison. 

The  tellers  reported  that  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  had  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  and  had  been  re-elected  to  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  Supplies. 

The  names  of  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar  and  Mrs. 
N.  D.  Butler  were  submitted  by  the  Research  Commitee,  to  be  voted 
upon  for  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  Ballots  were 
cast  and  the  tellers  withdrew  to  count  the  votes. 

Closing  the  afternoon’s  session  was  an  entertaining  and  instructive 
panel  given  by  the  Student  Workers,  on  “The  Challenge  of  the 
Campus.”  A Collegiate  note  of  gay  spontaneity  characterized  the 
scene.  Miss  Florence  Jones,  Miss  Helen  Strickland  and  Miss  Genevieve 
Reyonolds  were  seated  about  a table  on  the  platform  waiting  for  a bus 
to  take  them  home  following  a State  Student  Conference.  As  they 
waited,  they  drank  “cokes”  and  discussed  collegiate  “ups  and  downs, 
the  diversified  nature  of  their  work,  satisfactions  and  discourage- 
ments. One  glimpsed  the  campus  with  its  army  or  navy  programs,  the 
bewilderment  of  students,  unsettled  conditions,  disrupted  school  work, 
recreation,  parties,  work  with  councils,  prayer  groups,  discussion 
groups,  interdenomination  group  activity,  work  in  unchurched  areas, 
world  service,  gifts  to  underprivileged,  and  finally  the  “hopes  and 
dreams,”  to  so  interest  students  in  the  bigness  of  the  task  that  they 
would  give  themselves  to  full  time  Christian  service. 

The  tellers  announced  that  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  had'  been  re- 
elected to  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service. 

Mrs.  Shaffer  made  announcements  concerning  the  Sacrificial 
Super. 
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The  afternoon  session  closed  with  the  Doxology,  and  with  the 
Benediction  pronounced  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Pomeroy. 

Sacrificial  Supper 

A hush  of  reverent  quietude  characterized  the  Rice-Bowl  supper. 
In  silence  the  guests  entered,  seated  themselves  at  the  candle  lit  tables 
and  partook  of  their  sacrificial  meal  while  soft  music  was  played. 

A high  lace  covered  altar  graced  the  end  of  the  room,  centered 
with  a lighted  globe  before  which  was  placed  an  open  Bible.  White 
candles  bunred  on  either  side  in  brass  candelabra.  Stately  Calla  lilies 
in  white  urns  formed  a background  for  this  worship  center. 

Without  announcement  the  program  moved  smoothly  from  one 
number  into  another,  reflecting  the  careful,  thoughtful  planning'  that 
had  gone  into  its  preparation  by  Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer.  Appropriate 
musical  numbers,  scripture  and  poetry,  added  to  the  devotional  spirit 
of  the  occasion. 

Mrs.  Sidney  Anderson  was  the  principal  speaker,  and  she  told 
in  a moving  manner  of  the  great  needs  of  China,  of  the  courage,  and 
sacrificial  spirit  of  the  people. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meal  a sacrifical  offering  was  taken  for 
suffering  humanity.  (It  totaled  $612.50). 

Mrs.  Sexton  concluded  the  supper  with  prayer. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 

Hymn  No.  486,  “From  Ocean  unto,”  Ocean,”  opened  the  evening 
meeting. 

Mrs.  Sidney  Anderson  gave  the  devotional,  selecting  appropriate 
scripture.  She  compared  this  group  of  women  to  similar  groups  across 
the  world,  who  are  like  leven,  working  to  make  this  “Our  Sather’s 
World.”  She  concluded  the  devotional  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  Pollard  announced  with  disappointment,  that  the  MacDonell 
School  children  could  not  be  present,  since  Miss  Ella  Hooper  was 
uanble  to  leave  her  school  duties. 

Following  the  Offertory,  Mrs.  Marvin  Field  sang,  “How  Beautiful 
upon  the  Mountains.” 

Mrs.  Pollard  presented  Miss  Julia  Reid,  a former  Lake  Charles 
Louisiana  girl,  who  has  given  seventeen  years  of  service  in  Cuba, 
Arkansas,  Florida  and  is  now  Head-Resident  of  Wesley  Community 
Center  in  San  Antonio,  Texas. 

Miss  Reid  spoke  with  contagious  enthusiasm  upon  the  subject 
“The  Challenge  of  the  Home  Field,”  her  radiant  personality  re- 
flected in  everything  she  said.  Her  address  centered  about  the 
thought  that  we  cannot  hope  to  make  the  world  Christian  until 
America  is  Christian.  She  pointed  out  opportunities  confronting 
women  to  help  bring  this  about.  They  are: 

1.  To  study  the  communities  in  which  we  live,  and  help  to 
correct  unfavorable  conditions. 

2.  To  do  something  about  juvenile  delinquency. 

3.  To  endeavor  by  lip  and  life  service  to  interpret  the  brother- 
hood of  man. 

The  service  was  concluded  by  singing  Hymn  No.  491,  “O  Beau- 
tiful for  Spacious  Skies.’ 

Rev.  Bengston  pronounced  the  Benediction. 
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THURSDAY  MORNING 


Following  the  period  of  quietude  during  the  Organ  Meditation, 
the  morning  session  began  with  the  singing  of  Hymn  No.  31,  “When 
Morning  Gilds  the  Skies.” 

Miss  Helen  Strickland  conducted  the  morning  devotional  by 
reading  appropriate  Scripture  and  closing  the  meditation  with  prayer. 

Business  of  the  Conference  was  resumed. 

The  Research  Committee  presented  the  names  of  Mrs.  Clarence 
Shaffer,  and  Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson  to  be  voted  upon  for  Secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life.  Ballots  were  cast  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count  them. 

Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey  gave  a report  on  the  minutes  of  the  Executive 
meeting  held  the  previous  evening. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Sidney  Anderson  were  called  to  the  platform  and 
bidden  an  affectionate  farewell. 

The  tellers  reported  that  Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer  had  been  re- 
elected Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 

The  names  of  Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Lamar  Aycock  and 
Mrs.  Leo  Reid  were  presented  to  be  voted  upon  for  Secretary  of 
Student  work. 

Mrs.  Laskey  gave  the  qualifications  of  both  Mrs.  Manning  and 
Mrs.  Aycock,  stating  that  either  was  well  equipped  to  serve  in  the 
office.  Ballots  were  cast. 

Mrs.  Pollard  announced  the  Pastor’s  school  to  be  held  at  South- 
eastern in  Hammond  on  June  5-9.  She  told  of  the  outstanding  and 
the  many  courses  available.  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  will  teach  the  course 
on  Missions  for  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

In  an  able  and  original  manner  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  conducted 
“The  Conference  Officers  Hour.” 

Seated  on  the  platform  about  an  areal  Map  of  the  world,  were  the 
various  Conference  officers. 

Mrs.  Davidson  pointed  out  that  Wendell  Wilkie  has  said  that  we  can 
cover  the  globe  in  60  hours,  she  proposed  to  do  it  in  60  minutes.  So 
looking  at  the  map  of  the  world  from  a new  point  of  view,  from  the 
North  Pole  as  a focal  point,  she  journeyed  in  a Rocket  Ship  to  points 
of  interest  over  the  world  where  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  has  made  beacon  lights  of  progress.  Then  turning  to  another 
map  she  pointed  out  that  the  center  of  it  is  a cross,  representing 
Spiritual  Life  and  radiating  from  it  are  all  the  Departments  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

A question  and  answer  hour  with  the  Conference  officers  followed, 
in  which  the  audience  was  permitted  to  ask  each  officer  questions  per- 
taining to  the  particular  work  of  their  office,  thus  explaining  in  de- 
tail the  work  of  each  department.  As  an  award  for  answering  all  ques- 
tions correctly,  Mrs.  Davidson,  as  “Master  of  Ceremonies,”  presented 
each  officer  with  literature  appropriate  to  their  office. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  clever  and  instructive  hour,  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Dameron  read  the  Recommendations  of  the  Findings  Committee,  rep- 
resenting a summary  of  all  recommendations  submitted  by  each  De- 
partment. After  discussion,  upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Dameron,  and  second 
by  Mrs.  Laskey,  it  was  voted  that  the  recommendations  be  adopted  as 
read. 
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The  tellers  reported  that  a majority  vote  had  not  been  cast  for  the 
office  of  Secretary  of  Student  work,  so  ballots  were  cast  again  on  the 
two  highest,  Mrs.  Aycock  and  Mrs.  Manning.  The  tellers  withdrew  to 
count  the  votes. 

Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen  had  given  much  careful  thought  to  planning 
the  method  of  presenting  Special  Memberships.  She  displayed  a large 
colored  map  of  Louisiana  with  colored  tacks  showing  the  types  of 
memberships  given  during  the  past  year,  with  red  for  babies,  green 
for  adults,  purple  for  youth  and  white  for  memorial. 

Mrs.  McKeithen  introduced  a large  group  of  perons  who  were  made 
Special  Members  prior  to  1943;  then  presented  those  made  Special 
Members  in  1943.  She  then  presented  Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild  with  a 
corsage  in  recognition  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District  having  the  largest 
number  of  Special  Members  and  the  largest  amount  of  money.  Mrs. 
Forshag,  of  the  Amite  Society  was  presented  flowers  in  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  their  society  of  30  members  has  given  13  memberships, 
in  addition  to  a scholarship  to  Houma,  and  the  salary  of  a Missionary. 

Mrs.  McKeithen  explained  that  Mr.  Gibson  had  written,  and  sup- 
plemented the  amount  raised  for  Mrs.  Gibson’s  Honary  Life  member- 
ship by  the  necessary  funds  to  make  Mrs.  Gibson  an  Honorary  Life 
Patron. 

Mrs.  Pollard  called  Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf  and  Mrs.  J.  Hunter  Thatcher 
to  the  front  and  presented  each  of  them  with  Honorary  Life  Mem- 
berships, gifts  from  the  Conference  Women.  Mrs.  Pollard  expressed 
appropriate  sentiments,  and  they  responded  in  kind. 

The  next  few  minutes  were  given  over  to  the  spontaneous  presenta- 
tion of  Special  Memberships  from  the  fioor.  As  they  were  given,  pins 
were  placed  on  the  map  to  indicate  the  Districts  giving  them,  while 
a page  displayed  by  means  of  placards  the  amount  of  money  raised. 
A large  number  of  Adult,  Junior  and  Baby  Memberships  were  given. 
(See  Index — Special  Memberships.) 

Mrs.  Pollard  presented  Miss  Winnie  Buckles,  Director  of  Narcotic 
Education  for  Mississippi,  who  spoke  on  “Narcotic  Education.”  Her 
scientific  approach  to  the  subject,  as  well  as  her  vivid  personality  and 
dynamic  manner  of  speaking1,  captivated  her  audience.  She  defined 
alcohol  as  a narcotic  and  her  statistics  as  follows,  prove  that  it  is  the 
chief  narcotic  problem  of  the  United  States.  Three  out  of  1,000  are  af- 
fected by  tuberculosis;  five  out  of  1,000  are  affected  by  venereal  disease; 
7 to  9 out  of  1,000  are  affected  by  alcohol.  She  charged  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  with  the  task  of  changing  the  thinking 
of  children  and  youth. 

Following  her  address,  the  following  recommendation  was  pre- 
sented: 

Resolved  that  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian^  Service  approve 
the  project  of  working  toward  the  employing  of  a Director  of  Narcotic 
Education  in  Louisiana. 

Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard. 

The  tellers  reported  that  a majority  vote  had  been  cast  for  Mrs. 
Aycock,  and  that  she  was  elected  Secretary  of  Student  Work  . 

Mrs.  Thatcher  nominated  Mrs.  A.  J.  Ensminger  of  Wisner  to  suc- 
ceed Mrs.  Gibson  as  Secretary  of  the  Monroe  District.  She  was  un- 
animously elected. 
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It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Ledbetter  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Shaffer 
that  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick  be  elected  treasurer  by  acclamation.  Motion 
carried. 

Mrs.  J.  Hunter  Thatcher  graciously  presented  Mrs.  A.  C.  Adams  of 
Crowley,  who  in  turn  introduced  the  chairmen  of  various  local  com- 
mittees who  had  served  so  capably  and  efficiently,  and  were  responsible 
for  making  the  Conference  an  outstanding  success. 

While  this  group  stood  at  the  front,  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  Resolutions  was  read  by  Mrs.  Hal  Lewis  and  adopted  by  a rising 
vote. 

A cordial  invitation  was  extended  by  the  Baton  Rouge  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  for  the  Conference  to  be  their  geusts  in 
1945. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard  expressed  appreciation  for  the  invitation,  in  the 
name  of  the  Conference,  and  accepted  it  with  pleasure. 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning,  Jr.,  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Conference 
Executive  Committee  to  meet  in  Ruston  in  October  for  their  mid-year 
meeting.  Mrs.  Pollard  expressed  appreciation  for  this  kindness,  but 
stated  a decision  on  this  invitation  would  be  made  later. 

Mrs.  O.  W.  Prince  conducted  the  final  devotional.  She  discarded 
her  prepared  message,  and  talked  from  her  heart.  She  urged  the 
women  who  had  had  the  privilege  of  attending  this  deeply  spiritual 
Conference  to  carry  the  light  home  in  their  hearts  and  endeavor  by 
consecrated  living  to  go  about  this  dark  suffering  world  lighting  other 
lamps  to  help  clear  the  darkness. 

All  newly  elected  officers  were  called  to  the  altar,  and  while  they 
knelt  in  silence,  Mrs.  Prince  consecrated  them  for  the  tasks  that  lie 
ahead. 

This  final  prayer  closed  the  Fourth  Annual  session  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.

MINUTES  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 
HELD  IN  CROWLEY  DURING  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

TUESDAY,  MARCH  28,  1944 

The  Executive  Committee  meeting,  preceding  the  opening  of  the 
Fourth  Annual  Conference  of  the  Louisiana  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  was  called  to  order  at  10:00  o’clock  Tuesday  morning, 
March  28th,  in  the  home  of  Mrs.  Lawrence,  Crowley,  La.,  by  the  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard. 

A brief  inspirational  devotional  was  led  by  Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen, 
using  as  her  theme  Annie  Flint  Johnson’s  poem,  ‘‘Life’s  Crises.”  A 
series  of  short  prayers,  asking  for  spiritual  guidance  concluded  the 
devotional. 

Roll  was  called  and  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Ed.  Conger,  Mrs.  C.  I. 
Jones,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Hightower,  and  Mrs.  George  Sexton, 
Jr.,  was  noted.  Explanations  were  made  for  all  absences.  Mrs.  Pollard 
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suggested  that  messages  be  sent  to  those  unable  to  attend,  expressing 
regret  at  their  absence. 

Mrs.  Pollard  welcomed  Mrs.  S.  M.  Collins,  a former  Conference 
president,  and  the  present  chairman  of  the  Research  Committee. 

Mrs.  Pollard  expressed  her  appreciation  for  her  election  as  a dele- 
gate to  General  Conference.  She  explained  that  a Memorial  is  to  be 
presented  from  the  Woman’s  Division,  to  General  Conference,  asking 
for  clergy  rights  for  women.  Mrs.  Pollard  stated  her  opinion  on  this 
matter,  and  upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Dameron  and  a second  by  Mrs. 
Shaffer,  it  was  voted  that  Mrs.  Pollard  be  instructed  to  vote  her 
convictions. 

Mrs.  A.  J.  Ensminger,  of  Wisner,  who  is  representing  Mrs.  E.  C. 
Gibson  as  District  Secretary,  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Pollard. 

Mrs.  Collins  reported  on  the  Research  Committee,  regretting  that 
only  three  representatives  on  the  committee  had  responded  to  her  let- 
ters. 

Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick,  treasurer,  gave  a splendid  report,  stating  that 
Louisiana  had  overpaid  the  Conference  pledge  $4,008.29.  She  said  there 
had  been  a gratifying  response  to  the  plea  for  Special  Membership 
with  over  $5,000  given.  She  requested  that  all  officers  and  District 
Secretaries  dissiminate  the  information  that  a month  to  six  weeks  is 
required  to  secure  Special  Memberships.  She  reminded  the  group  that 
the  1944  Pledge  to  the  Woman’s  Division  will  be  increased  $1,000.  She 
displayed  a copy  of  the  Auditor’s  report,  explaining  that  the  auditing 
of  the  treasurers’  books  was  a gift  from  the  firm  of  VISER  and  EGLIN, 
In  Shreveport. 

Since  additional  workers  are  gravely  needed  in  the  crowded  defense 
areas  in  Louisiana,  the  advisability  of  directing  the  increase  in  the 
Conference  pledge  for  this  use  was  discussed.  Mrs.  Dameron  suggested 
that  a trained  volunteer  worker  might  be  secured  from  Scarritt.  The 
possibility  of  transferring  Miss  Shiela  Nuttall  to  this  type  of  work  was 
discussed..  Final  decision  upon  this  matter  was  postponed  until  the  next 
Executive  session. 

Mrs.  Pollard  announced  the  following  committee  appointments: 

Minutes:  Mrs.  V.  H.  McKenzie,  Mrs.  H.  A.  Gibbs,  Mrs.  S.  E.  Castles. 

Resolutions:  Mrs.  Hal  Lewis,  Mrs.  John  Michaud,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Doss. 

Distribution  and  Collecting  Tellers:  Mrs.  M.  H.  Foster,  Mrs.  E.  K. 
Bynum,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Norris,  Mrs.  Glen  Nordyke,  Mrs.  Carl  Atkinson,  Mrs. 
Lamar  Aycock. 

Counting  Tellers:  Mrs.  E.  E.  Stewart,  Mrs.  Ted  Johnston,  Mrs. 
L.  J.  Gaddy,  Mrs.  Porter,  Mrs.  P.  A.  Poag,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Parker. 

Mrs.  Pollard  spoke  of  Patricia  McHugh,  who  is  interned  by  the 
Japanese  in  Santa  Tomas,  in  Manilla.  She  distributed  cards  upon  which 
a brief  mesage  could  be  sent  to  her.  Mrs.  Pollard  also  told  of  a prospec- 
tive applicant  for  Christian  training,  Miss  Mary  Stone  of  Hammond. 
The  possibility  of  securing  a scholarship  for  her  was  discussed,  provided 
she  passed  all  requirements. 

Announcement  was  made  that  on  the  Conference  program  Mrs. 
Metcalf  would  represent  Mrs.  Gibson,  while  Mrs.  Castles  would  serve 
in  Mrs.  Hightower’s  place. 

Mrs.  Pollard  read  a recommendation  that  a resolution  be  adopted 
from  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
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as  a follow  up  of  the  Bishops’  Crusade,  favoring  world  collaboration  in- 
stead of  an  isolation  policy. 

Mrs.  Metcalf  read  a letter  from  Mrs.  R.  E.  Smith  telling  of  the 
preliminary  work  done  toward  securing  a Director  of  Narcotic  Educa- 
tion for  Louisiana.  Mrs.  Metcalf  explained  that  a recommendation  must 
come  from  the  Conference  body  authorizing  the  society  to  work  toward 
securing  a Director  of  Narcotic  Education.  She  stated  that  'no  funds 
were  available  from  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  to 
devote  to  this  work.  Mrs.  Dameron  explained  that  in  order  to  get  this 
important  work  started,  and  to  convince  the  Louisiana  State  Board 
of  Education  that  the  program  is  workable,  it  is  highly  probable  that 
the  project  will  have  to  be  financed  the  first  year. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Dameron  and  second  by  Mrs.  Laskey,  it  was 
recommended  that  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  be  au- 
thorized to  have  a Conference  with  the  Executive  Secretary  of  Louisi- 
ana Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  the  officer  in  charge  of  this  work 
in  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  and  representatives  of  other  agencies,  in  an  effort 
to  develop  a cooperative  program  for  the  securing  of  a full  time  Direc- 
tor of  Narcotic  Education,  and  for  the  promotion  of  this  work  in  Lou- 
isiana. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Dameron  and  second  by  Mrs.  Davidson,  it  was 
recommended : 

I That  the  Conference  appropriate  from  the  balance  in  the  Culti- 
vation fund  for  1943,  the  sum  of  $300  to  be  used  in  the  promo- 
tion of  the  Christian  Social  Relations  program  during  1944. 

II  That  the  local  societies  be  asked  to  send  5 per  cent  of  their 
local  pledge  each  year,  beginning  in  1945,  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  in  the  Con- 
ference, this  money  to  be  channeled  through  the  Conference 
treasurer,  and  directed  for  this  purpose. 

Mrs.  McKeithen  stated  that  a luncheon  was  planned  for  the  fol- 
lowing day  to  discuss  World  Federation.  She  requested  that  all  vice- 
presidents,  zone  leaders,  presidents  and  District  Secretaries  be  seated 
at  the  luncheon  table. 

It  was  suggested  that  District  Secretaries  secure  World  Federation 
pamphlets  on  consignment,  and  have  them  for  sale  at  District  Meetings. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  discussed  Status-of-Women,  and  wished  to  know  if  it 
was  the  desire  of  the  Committee  to  have  the  work  promoted  through- 
out the  Conference.  She  requested  that  she  be  relieved  of  the  Chair- 
manship. Action  upon  this  was  postponed  until  the  next  Executive 
session. 

During  the  morning  the  hostess,  Mrs.  Lawrence,  hospitably  served 
coffee  to  the  Committee. 

The  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Shaffer. 

Following  the  adjournment,  the  Executive  Committee  was  invited 
to  the  lovely  flower-decked  home  of  Mrs.  Ray  Thomas,  where  a 
beautifully  appointed  luncheon  was  served,  a delightful  courtesy  of  the 
Crowley  Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 
MARCH  29,  1944 

Following  the  services  at  the  Church,  the  Executive  Committee 
again  met  in  the  hospitable  home  of  Mrs.  Lawrence. 

The  resolutions  pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations,  submitted  at  the  previous  Executive  session  were  read,  and 
discussed. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Sexton,  and  second  by  Mrs.  Ledbetter,  it 
was  voted  that  the  Conference  set  aside  $300  from  the  balance  in  the 
Cultivation  Fund  for  1943,  this  seem  to  be  used  in  the  promotion  of 
the  Christian  Social  Relations  Program  in  1944. 

Mrs.  Sexton  told  of  some  of  the  policies  being  formulated  in  the 
Woman’s  Division  concerning  future  plans  for  the  Christian  Social 
Relations  program.  It  was  decided  that  action  upon  recommendation 
No.  2,  i.  e.  the  allocating  of  5 per  cent  of  the  local  fund  from  local 
societies,  be  postponed  until  the  mid-year  Executive  meeting. 

Plans  for  attending  the  School  of  Misisons  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  were 
discussed.  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  offered  to  take  her  car,  provided  she  can 
attend. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Miller  and  a second  by  McKeithen,  it  was 
voted  that  Miss  Nuttall’s  Conference  car  be  taken  to  Mt.  Sequoyah. 

The  folowing  officers  were  elected  to  attend  the  School  of  Mis- 
sions, in  the  order  named:  President,  Treasurer,  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  and 
Secretary  of  Supplies.  Second  Car:  New  Secretary  of  Organization  and 
Promotion,  Newly  elected  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  New  Monroe 
District  Secretary,  and  the  Vice-President.  The  following  alternates 
were  elected  in  the  order  named:  Mrs.  John  J.  Mill  r,  Mrs.  Glenn 
Laskey,  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer,  Mrs.  E.  A. 
Sartor,  Mrs.  T.  D.  Chapman. 

Discussion  ensued  as  to  the  possibility  of  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  the 
newly  elected  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  attending  Iliff 
School  of  Theology  in  Denver.  Decision  upon  this  was  left  up  to  Mrs. 
Pomeroy. 

Mrs.  McKeithen  read  a letter  from  Mr.  E.  C.  Gibson  authorizing 
her  to  supplement  the  amount  raised  in  the  Monroe  District  for  Mrs. 
Gibson’s  Honorary  Life  Membership  with  the  funds  required  to  make 
Mrs.  Gibson  an  Honorary  Life  Patron. 

Mrs.  Pollard  announced  that  Miss  Shiela  Nuttall  had  requested  a 
furlough  since  she  has  served  12  years  without  one. 

Upon  the  motion  of  Mrs.  Laskey  and  second  by  Mrs.  McKeithen, 
it  was  voted  that  the  Executive  body  go  on  record  as  approving  M'ips 
Nuttall’s  furlough. 

Mrs.  Pollard  stated  that  a request  had  come  from  Bro.  Pool  asking 
for  a trained  worker  in  the  defense  areas  in  Louisiana.  The  possibility 
of  securing  such  a worker  was  discussed. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Shaffer,  and  a second  by  Miss  Lawson,  it 
was  voted  that  an  attempt  be  made  to  secure  a rural  worker  to  replace 
Miss  Nuttall. 
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Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Davidson  and  a second  by  Mrs.  Miller,  it  was 
voted  that  this  rural  worker  be  assigned  to  the  Lake  Charles  District. 

The  possibility  of  sending  the  prospective  candidate,  Mary  Stone, 
of  a Hammond,  to  Scarritt  on  an  existing  scholarship,  was  discussed. 

Mrs.  Dameron . moved,  and  it  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Shaffer,  that 
if  Mary  Stone  passes  all  requirements,  the  Conference  will  pay  all  in- 
cidentals as  they  have  formerally.  Motion  carried. 

Mi’s.  Davidson  requested  that  the  Executive  Committee  instruct 
her  as  to  when  to  issue  the  two  editions  of  the  “Conference  News.” 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  and  a second  by  Mrs.  Metcalf,  it 
was  voted  that  the  “Conference  News”  be  issued  in  the  Spring  and  in 
the  Fall,  the  exact  time  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Editor  of 
the  News. 

Since  a copy  of  the  News  appeared  before  Conference,  Mrs.  Led- 
better moved  and  it  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Thatcher,  that  a mimeo- 
graphed sheet  of  the  recommendations  should  be  issued  immediately 
after  Conference,  with  copies  mailed  all  officers  and  presidents  of 
local  societies.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Pollard  stressed  the  importance  of  sending  news  regularly 
to  the  Advocate  page. 

Mrs.  Sexton  presented  the  idea  of  making  MacDonell  an  accredited 
school.  This  change,  she  stated,  will  necessitate  the  raising  of  teacher’s 
salaries  and  meeting  other  requirements. 

After  discussion,  it  was  moved  that  change  in  policy  be  referred 
to  the  MacDonell  Board,  and  that  the  Executive  Committee  recom- 
mend that  the  school  work  toward  making  MacDonell  an  accredited 
school.  Motion  carried. 

The  following  chairmen  of  Standing  Committees  were  elected: 
Finance — Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick.  Constitution  and  By-Laws — Mrs.  S.  M. 
Collins.  Status  of  Women — Mrs.  Ira  Compbell.  Visiting  Institutions — 
Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones.  Missionary  Personnel — Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard.  Research— 
Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  moved  and  it  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Thatcher,  that 
the  personnel  of  the  Research  Committee  be  composed  of  the  chair- 
men and  six  District  Secretaries,  with  the  District  Secretary  omitted 
in  the  District  where  the  chairmen  resides.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  suggested  that  the  president  announce  the  next  day 
from  the  Conference  floor  that  small  societies  might  like  to  have  the 
privilege  of  entertaining  the  mid-year  Executive  Meeting  in  October. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Sexton  and  a second  by  Mrs.  Sartor,  it  was 
voted  to  empower  the  constitution  and  by-laws  committee  to  harmonize 
the  by-laws  of  the  Conference  with  those  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

The  meeting  adjourned.

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THE  PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 


The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference opens  it’s  Fourth  Annual  Session  in  the  midst  of  the  world’s 
greatest  conflict.  Women  have  always  paid  the  price  of  war  and  they 
are  paying  it  now  in  heartbreak  and  agony.  Perhaps  there  is  not  a 
person  nor  a family  even  in  our  remotest  areas  that  has  been  untouch- 
ed by  this  world  situation.  Yet  we  have  come  to  make  the  report  of 
the  year’s  work  and  give  an  account  of  our  stewardship. 

This  report  will  carry  little  of  the  factual  material  for  that  will 
be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  officers  in  the  printed  minutes.  But  it  is 
my  desire  at  this  hour  to  give  you  thoughts  concerning  the  work  of 
the  Conference  which  will  form  themselves  into  prayers. 

Above  the  noise  of  battle,  our  Conference  has  been  going  forward — 
perhaps  lagging  a little  here,  moving  faster  there,  nowhere  measuring- 
up  to  God’s  desire  for  us,  but  everywhere  sending  out  something  of  His 
truth. 

Whenever  was  a report  adequate  to  the  task  of  catching  up  and 
patting  into  words  all  the  beauty  of  personal  Christian  living  and  the 
loving  service  of  ten  thousand  Methodist  women  of  Louisiana!  However, 
if  we  were  to  compare  our  achievements  with  our  opportunities  I am 
afraid  we  would  fall  for  short.  But  in  many  ways  our  Conference 
Society,  has  had  a wonderful  year.  God  has  richly  blessed  us.  It  is  with 
unbounded  gratitude  to  Him  for  his  blessings  and  with  sincere  apprecia- 
tion to  my  fellow  officers  of  the  Conference  for  their  unswerving 
loyalty,  and  faithful  service  that  I now  make  this  report. 

Because  of  tragic  suffering  all  over  the  world  brought  on  by  this 
global  war,  our  women  have  been  awakened  to  give  more  freely  of  their 
means  and  our  finances  show  a marked  increase  over  last  year.  When 
the  word  was  sent  but  telling  of  the  inadequate  salaries  of  our  mis- 
sionaries to  meet  the  almost  unbelievable  advance  in  the  cost  of  living 
in  China,  the  missionary  dollars  poured  into  our  treasury  and  our 
pledge  which  was  made  months  before  we  knew  of  the  plight  of  our 
missionaries,  was  considerably  over  paid.  Our  financial  report  reveals 
the  best  week  of  Prayer  offering  in  the  history  of  the  Conference  and 
the  many  special  memberships  which  were  lovingly  given  to  honor 
friends  and  loved  ones  will  do  much  to  alleviate  suffering  and  to  send 
the  gospel  of  love  and  peace  and  goodwill  around  the  world. 

The  theme  for  this  fourth  session  of  the  Conference  which  was  so 
carefully  and  prayerfully  chosen  by  the  Program  Committee  is  one  that 
stirs  us  indeed  to  clear  thinking  and  real  heart  searching.  “The  Chal- 
lenge of  Today  for  Tomorrow’s  Needs’’  is  indeed  timely  and  immediately 
sets  our  minds  and  hearts  working — for  the  needs  of  this  world  are  so 
tremendous  and  the  challenge  is  so  great!  We  are  women  on  who  God 
has  placed  definite  responsibilities  and  we  know  that  Christmas  can 
make  a difference  in  this  world. 

What  is  this  challenge  that  is  ringing  in  the  ears  of  every  Christian 
today,  the  challenge  that  will  meet  every  need  of  tomorrow?  Cannot  it 
be  said  in  just  one  sentence?  Is  it  not  the  challenge  for  God’s  way  of 
life  to  rule  in  the  hearts  of  men  and  women.  It  is  a challenge  for  truth 
that  makes  it’s  gradual  advance  over  ignorance  and  prejudice;  it  is  a 
challenge  for  justice  in  all  relationships  of  life;  and  “back  of  all  and  in 
all  it  is  a growing  vision  of  God,  answered  by  man’s  faith  and  devo- 
tion.” Surely  this  is  the  challenge  of  today  that  will  meet  tomorrow’s 
needs. 
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Let  me  repeat — the  challenge  for  truth  that  makes  it  gradual  adv- 
ance over  ignorance  and  prejudice.”  At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the 
world  has  a greater  need  existed  for  better  racial  understanding  than 
today.  Added  to  this  are  the  problems  of  alcohol  and  juvenile  delin- 
quincy.  It  is  my  sincere  desire  that  our  conference  Major  on  these  in 
1944.  It  may  take  some  real  daring  on  the  part  of  Christians  today  to 
meet  this  most  impelling  challenge  for  Christian  teaching  along  these 
lines  must  have  an  authoratative  note.  I say  without  hesitancy  that 
this  challenge  can  be  met  best  by  you  and  me  as  we  accept  the  en- 
larged opportunities  and  responsibilities  of  the  departments  of  Mission- 
ary Education  and  Christian  Social  Relations.  There  can  we  work 
fearlessly  to  make  the  Christian  ideals  of  righteousness  and  justice 
triumph  in  this  world  of  bitterness  and  hate. 

Perhaps  our  greatest  achievement  this  past  year  in  better  race 
relations  was  in  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  repeal  of  the  Chinese  Exclu- 
sion Act.  The  voice  of  the  womanhood  of  the  Church  was  heard  and 
helped  to  right  a wrong  that  has  long  stained  the  records  of  our 
country. 

Another  accomplishment  of  the  Conference  this  past  year  was  in 
the  work  of  our  Supply  Department.  In  these  days  of  high  prices  and 
curtailed  budgets  both  in  the  home  land  and  abroad  the  many  insti- 
tutions of  our  Church  such  as  schools,  homes,  and  hospitals  have  had 
a real  struggle  to  carry  on.  Lack  of  equipment  and  necessary  supplies 
has  greatly  hindered  the  work.  But  again  the  women  of  Louisiana 
have  responded  and  our  congratulations  go  to  the  Conference  Secre- 
tary of  the  Supply  Department  who  by  her  faithful  and  loyal  service  has 
led  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  first  place  in  the  Nineteen  Conferences 
of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  in  supply  work.  And  let  me  remind 
you  that  tomorrow  evening  you  will  be  again  invited,  at  a sacrificial 
meal,  to  participate  in  an  offering  that  will  supply  necessary  medical 
equipment  for  our  hospitals  in  war  torn  lands. 

Among  the  insistent  calls  that  come  to  us  today,  none  is  clearer 
than  that  to  train  the  children  and  the  youth  if  the  Church.  As  we 
adults  talk  and  plan  for  a just  and  durable  peace  we  must  remember 
that  the  children  and  the  youth  are  the  ones  who  must  live  in  this 
v/orld  of  tomorrow  and  we  are  sacredly  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  fortifying  and  preparing  them  for  future  citizenship.  Are  you  meet- 
ing this  challenge  of  today  for  the  needs  of  tomorrow  in  your  Church? 

Many  organizations  are  bidding  for  the  alligiance  of  youth  today, 
but  we  must  remember  the  voice  of  the  Church  must  also  be  heard  by 
them.  Our  leaders  tell  us  that  to  meet  the  needs  of  tomorrow  many 
replacements  in  Missionary  personnel  will  be  necessary.  When  peace 
comes,  mission  opportunities  are  sure  to  increase.  Many  who  are  now  in 
the  fields  of  service,  must  come  home  either  for  rest  or  retirement. 
The  Youth  of  the  Church  must  be  made  to  feel  the  urgency  of  the 
Missionary  Program.  Bishop  Lee  and  other  leaders  have  told  us  “we 
must  have  the  best  you  have — the  top-notch  young  people  of  the 
Church,”  and  one  leader  vitally  challenged  us  “to  produce  in  your 
churches  the  soil  where  missionaries  grow.’  We  are  happy  that  our 
Conference  did  respond  to  this  call  and  last  June  our  own  Missionary 
daughter,  Arline  Tyler  of  Twolle  completed  her  training  at  Scanitt  Col- 
lege which  you  provided  was  consecrated  for  Christian  Service  as  a deac- 
oness of  the  Church  and  received  her  first  appointment.  She  is  now 
doing  Kingdom  work  in  the  rural  field  of  Brownsville,  Alabama.  She 
is  our  love  gift  to  the  work,  a top  notch  person  and  well  qualified.  But 
this  is  not  enough.  Surely  in  our  state  we  can  find  others  who  with 
Isaiah  of  old  will  say  “here  am  I send  me.”  Where  will  we  find  them? 
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Where  can  we  look  but  to  the  College  Campus.  Some  one  has  said 
“the  campus  is  the  frontier  of  science,  phylosophy,  of  social  behaviour” 
— But  let  us  remember  it  is  also  the  frontier  of  religion.  I challenge 
you  secretaries  of  youth  and  students!  If  religion  is  to  be  kept  alive  in 
the  crowded  experiences  of  the  college  students  it  must  be  deliberately 
planned  for  and  attractively  presented  to  them.  Let  us  take  heed  and 
remember  this  is  our  sacred  obligation. 

There  is  a field  in  our  Confidence  right  now  which  is  “white  unto 
the  harvest”  and  which  has  practically  gone  unchallenged.  It  is  that 
of  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds.  To  meet  the  needs  of  tomorrow  the  busi- 
ness women  of  this  Church  must  be  mobilized  for  Christian  service.  Our 
Guilds  must  be  strengthened  and  enlarged.  While  we  have  some  very 
effective  Guilds,  new  units  need  to  be  organized  all  over  our  State. 
Limitless  are  the  potentialities  of  the  business  women,  they  who  are 
trained  executives  and  experienced  in  administration.  You  missionary 
women  go  home  and  show  to  the  business  women  of  your  local  Churches 
such  a zeal  and  enthusiasm  for  Christian  Missions  that  they  will  not 
be  able  to  resist. 

Above  all,  if  God’s  way  is  to  rule  in  our  Conference  should  we 
not  endeavor  to  strengthe  nour  work  by  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual 
life  both  of  our  Societies  and  ourselves  individually?  For  it  is  high 
time  that  we  see  the  womans  Society  of  Christian  Service  as  a great 
spiritual  force  in  the  world  today.  Dean  Trimble  of  Emory  University 
said  recently  “the  new  world  order  materially  must  be  proceeded  by 
a new  world  order  spiritually.” 

Queen  Elizabeth  of  England  broadcasting  to  the  British  Empix-e 
called  upon  the  British  women  for  a revival  of  religious  spirit 
and  warned  that  our  present  Christian  heritage  is  thx-eatened.  She 
pleads  for  a resurgence  of  spiritual  thining  and  said  our  homes  must  be 
the  place  where  it  should  start.  She  predicted  that  women  would  play 
an  important  l’ole  in  rebuilding  of  our  national  life  depends.  What  a 
challenge  the  Queen  has  thrown  out  to  the  women  of  the  world!  Isn’t 
it  time  we  throttle  down  our  tempo  of  living  and  concentrate  oxx  God 
and’  place  ourselves  in  His  power  more  often  and  enrich  the  quality  of 
our  spiritual  lives?  Then  too,  my  good  friends,  I might  well  add  for  un- 
less we  develop  our  inner  life  our  outer  life  will  sui’ely  go  to  pieces 
in  these  dreadful  days. 

In  concluding  this  message  it  seems  most  fitting  that  our  minds  and 
hearts  dwell  for  a few  moments  on  the  world  of  tomorrow.  At  sometime 
in  the  not  too  distant  future  the  bombers  will  cease  and  the  orders 
will  be  given  all  over  the  world  for  the  armies  to  halt  and  demobilize. 
Immediately  there  after  the  Christian  Church  will  fall  an  incomparable 
opportunity  and  a tremendous  responsibility,  immediately  a choice  must 
be  made.  The  President  of  the  United  States  has  said  it  must  be  “Chi’ist 
or  Chaos — And  added  “the  world  we  are  striving  to  build  cannot  be 
built  by  military  victory  alone.  It  cannot  be  built  by  selfish  indifference 
to  the  welfare  of  other  peoples” — So  a choice  must  be  made.  Bishop 
Oxnam  has  stated  it  concisely  “Shall  there  be  an  international  col- 
laboration in  which  lies  the  possibility  of  an  enduring  peace  or  shall 
it  be  isolationism  in  which  lies  a retm-n  to  power  politics  and  the 
certainty  of  war  again.  I am  sure  that  all  of  us  here  are  agreed  that  a 
new  idea  must  be  learned  by  the  woi’ld  the  idea  of  interdependence.  This 
is  God’s  way  and  we  must  strive  to  see  that  His  intentions  are  carried 
out.  Your  influence  and  mine  must  be  felt.  Your  voice  and  mind  must 
be  heard.  Recently  a leader  of  the  Church  said  “The  creative  spirit  of 
women,  the  sharing  heart,  the  possible  contacts  for  good  will,  the 
potential  political  strength  declare  women  to  be  an  important  factor 
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indeed  in  making  the  world  of  Tomorrow.”  My  friends  we  must  sacri- 
fice and  work  for  this  world  of  tomorrow  in  a way  that  is  worthy  of  the 
sacrifice  now  being  made  this  very  day  by  your  sons  and  mine. 

To  effectively  carry  out  these  high  purposes  we  must  gird  our- 
selves for  the  greatest  missionary  advance  that  has  ever  been  under- 
taken by  the  Church,  for  we  are  on  the  eve  of  the  most  intensive  ex- 
pansion of  Christianity  that  the  world  has  even  known.  We  are  stead- 
fastly looking  to  the  General  Conference  of  our  Church  which  soon 
convenes  to  inaugurate  a great  Missionary  advance.  A new  world  must 
be  made  out  of  the  ruins  of  this  war.  Who  is  better  trained  or  fitted  to 
lead  in  this  than  our  missionaries?  They  who  know  the  language  know 
their  way  around,  they  who  love  and  are  loved  and  have  the  confidence 
of  the  people. 

Dr.  Newell  Booth,  an  outstanding  misionary  now  home  on  furlough 
from  Africa  has  said  “Today  we  are  saying  everything  must  be  second- 
ary to  the  war  effort  (and  it  must),  but  when  the  war  is  over  he  said 
everything  must  be  secondary  to  the  world  program  of  Christian  Mis- 
sions.” Yes  my  friends  he  is  right,  everything  must  be  secondary  to 
sending  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  throughout  the  world  of  tomorrow. 

The  call  for  service  today  is  not  a frill  or  a fad  or  someone’s  per 
idea.  It  is  occasioned  by  stark  realism.  These  are  anxious  days  for  the 
women  of  the  world.  As  I said  in  the  beginning  women  have  always 
paid  the  price  of  war  and  we  are  paying  it  now  in  heart  break  and 
agony.  I believe  there  is  only  one  remedy  for  us  through  this  awful 
strain  of  war.  Let  us  direct  our  emotions  into  channels  of  service  to 
God  and  to  humanity.  Let  us  remember  that  the  best  patriotism  that  we 
can  show  today  is  to  be  an  active  Christian. 

The  day  you  and  I united  with  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  we  consecrated  ourselves  to  Kingdom  Service.  In  doing  this  we 
became  coworkers  with  God  in  building  the  kind  of  a world  for  which 
our  Christ  prayed,  lived  and  died. 

So  let  us  move  forward  in  this  new  year  to  face  the  challenge  of 
today  for  tomorrows  needs,  trusting  the  words  of  the  poet  who  said: 

“Looking  toward  tomorrow  we  sincerely  believe 
Thou  who  didst  guide  thro  yesterday 
Tomorrow’s  path  doth  know.” 


VICE-PRESIDENT  REPORT 

Two  major  departments  of  work  are  the  responsibility  of  your  Con- 
ference Vice-President,  namely,  “The  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women  and  Special  Membership.” 

Slowly  but  surely  women  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Louisiana 
are  becoming  “World  Federation  Conscious.”  They  are  now  beginning 
to  think  internationaly  and  are  justly  proud  that  their  church  has  been 
the  leader  in  organizing  its  women  over  the  world  into  a World  Organi- 
zation known  as  the  “World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women.”  A num- 
ber of  things  have  contributed  to  bringing  Louisiana  Women  into  a 
fuller  knowledge  of  the  scope  and  purpose  of  this  organization.  The 
large  number  of  women  subscribing  for  and  reading  the  “Methodist 
Women”  and  the  “World  Outlook” — the  wide  use  of  the  Prayer  for 
Peace  in  unison  with  thousands  of  other  women  in  other  lands — the 
studying  of  the  splendid  leaflet  on  “World  Federation”  obtained  from 
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Literature  Headquarters  and  the  cooperation  of  District  Secretaries  and 
Zone  Leaders  in  having  it  promoted  at  Zone  meetings.  Vice-Presidents 
charged  with  its  promotion  in  the  local  Societies  have  reported  various 
ways  they  have  used  in  getting  their  societies  interested  in  informing 
themselves  concerning  “World  Federation.” 

Now  for  the  report  of  Special  Memberships.  It  is  a pleasure  to  re- 
port any  work  that  sounds  so  good  in  the  telling.  You  remember  our 
goal  for  1943  was  an  average  of  one  membership  for  each  society  in  the 
Conference.  This  was  the  goal  for  the  nineteen  conferences  in  the  South 
Central  Jurisdiction.  We  not  only  reached  our  goal,  but  gave  112  more 
memberships  than  our  goal  of  248.  We  actually  gave  360  memberships 
in  Louisiana  in  1943.  This  shows  a splendid  years  work  when  compared 
to  last  year’s  report  of  172  memberships.  Every  district  had  a sub- 
stantial increase  fi'om  the  previous  year,  with  Baton  Rouge,  Lake 
Charles  and  Ruston  Districts  doubling  their  number  and  Monroe  and 
New  Orleans  Districts  tripling  their  last  years  number.  Several  in- 
teresting facts  came  to  light  in  studying  these  figures,  one  of  them 
being  that  though  we  have  248  societies  only  104  of  them  gave  any 
memberships  at  all. 

Looking  at  the  program  of  giving  to  Missions  through  Special 
Memberships,  in  the  light  of  its  money  value,  it  is  heartning  to  know 
that  $5,440.00  was  given  this  way  this  past  year  in  Louisiana  in  com- 
parison to  $2,870.00  the  year  before. 

Every  way  we  look  at  the  Special  Membership  program  we  are 
made  to  feel  that  Methodist  women  are  truly  carrying  out  their  pledge 
by  giving  prayer,  service  and  a contribution  of  money  that  the  three 
fold  program  of  the  women  of  Methodist  should  be  a reality. 

With  all  sincerity  I can  say  it  has  been  good  to  have  been  your 
Conference  Vice-President  this  past  year.  “Not  by  might  nor  by  power 
but  by  thy  spirit  saith  the  Lord.”

We  have  247  Societies  with  9279  members  including  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  41  Wesleyan  Service  Guid  units  with  705  members. 
There  has  been  a decrease  in  Societies  and  members.  Why? 

Bishop  Frank  Smith  made  the  statement  recently  that  31%  of  the 
people  of  these  United  States  have  shifted  locations  and  only  about 
25%  of  these  have  identified  themselves  with  churches.  Each  Woman’s 
Society  needs  to  do  persistent  and  careful  cultivating  of  disinterested 
members,  and  redouble  efforts  in  behalf  of  reaching  every  new  woman 
in  the  community  that  should  be  identified  with  the  Methodist  church 
and  Woman’s  Society. 

We  think  a wider  use  of  the  transfer  card  will  help  greatly  to 
introduce  a woman  into  the  church  and  woman’s  society,  but  we  need 
strong,  worthwhile  societies  that  know  where  they  are  going,  Some 
new  women  in  a community  may  feel  about  our  societies  like  the  old 
Negro  Red  Cap  who  said,  “No,  don’t  take  that  coach,  for  it  ain’t  hitched 
to  nothin’  that  is  goin’  somewhere.” 

We  should  be  heartened  by  the  fine  response  to  the  Week  of  Prayer 
and  Self  Denial  and  Special  memberships. 

We  almost  doubled  the  Week  of  Prayer  offering  and  we  more  than 
doubled  our  Special  memberships.  We  came  first  in  the  Jurisdiction  in 
per  capita  giving. 

We  were  not  disappointed  in  the  reporting  this  year,  still  we  are 
far  from  100%  or  A level  reporting.  Some  of  our  societies  are  a.  little 
like  this  in  reporting.  A father  said  to  his  son  one  day,  “How  are  your 
marks  in  school?”  The  son  replied,  “Underwater.”  The  father  said, 
“What  do  you  mean — underwater?”  The  son  replied,  “They’re  all  below 
C level.” 

Most  of  our  societies  are  not  under  C level  in  reporting,  however 
we  should  like  to  advance  more  rapidly  toward  the  A level  or  100% 
mark. 

We  have  moved  forward  in  our  Study  program,  especially  informal 
studies.  Reading,  studying,  and  the  giving  of  time,  talent,  and  money 
are  so  closely  interwoven  that  we  find  the  old  jingle  still  true  which 
runs  like  this: 

“If  you  don’t  read  you  don’t  know. 

If  you  don’t  know  you  don’t  care. 

If  you  don’t  care  you  don’t  pray. 

If  you  don’t  pray  you  don’t  give.” 

We  have  made  marvelous  progress  in  many  phases  of  our  work 
this  year.  Statistics  and  figures  are  often  difficult  to  remember,  so 
we  shall  refer  you  to  the  detailed  account  of  our  report  which  will 
be  found  in  the  minutes,  which  we  hope  will  be  interesting  for  you  to 
compare  with  last  year’s  report. 

Again,  we  pay  tribute  to  our  District  Secretaries  and  Zone  leaders. 
Due  to  gas  rationing  their  work  has  been  difficult. 

Our  District  Secretaries  require  qualities  of  initiative  and  crea- 
tive ability  far  beyond  those  of  most  of  the  other  officers  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Perhaps  some  of  you  will  not 
agree  to  that  statement.  Never-the-less  it  is  true. 

They  must  be  continually  blazing  new  trails,  arousing  new  enthus- 
iasms and  helping  to  build  closer  relationships  between  all  groups  and 
interests.  In  fact,  they  must  be  “busy-bodies,”  “know-alls”  as  well  as 
“carry-alls.” 
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Now,  in  the  facing  of  this  hour  when  courage  is  needed,  may  we 
women  play  our  part  bravely,  when  steadiness  is  called  for,  may  we 
stand  firm  and  serene,  when  work  needs  to  be  done,  may  we  do  our 
share  in  all  faithfulness,  for  “A  charge  to  keep  we  have,  and  a God 
to  glorify,”  so  ‘‘Let  us  run  with  patience  the  race  that  is  set  before 
us,  looking  to  Jesus  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith.”

REPORT  OF  FINDINGS  COMMITTTEE 

Composite  Recommendations  From  the  Conference  Planning 
Committees 

The  Planning  Committees  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  make  the  following  recommen- 
dations : 

1.  That  we  urge  every  local  society  to  plan  for  a “Day-A-Part”  the 
Week  before  Holy  Week,  in  preparation  for  the  Easter  Session. 

2.  That  we  cooperate  with  the  General  Commission  on  Evangelism 
by  joining  in  the  Day  of  Prayer  and  Fasting  at  the  opening  of  the 
General  Conference,  on  Tuesday,  April  25,  by  meeting  for  fasting 
and  prayer  in  all  local  churches  of  Methodism,  praying  definitely 
for  General  Conference  while  it  is  in  session. 
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3.  That  Spiritual  Life  Chairmen  take  the  responsibility  for  the  use 
of  the  Retreat  sent  in  connection  with  the  observance  of  the  Week 
of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial. 

4.  That  plans  for  World  Federation  be  promoted  through  wider  use  of 
the  “Prayer  for  Peace”  cards  and  “Federation  Fuel”  (all  material 
in  our  periodicals  relating  to  this  subject),  and  through  the  observ- 
ance of  the  “Prayer  Minute”  each  day  for  sister  units  around  the 
world. 

5.  That,  since  the  program  material  for  1944  does  not  have  a program 
on  World  Federation,  each  local  Vice-President  plan  a program  on 
this  subject  to  be  used  some  time  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

6.  That  we  accept  the  Jurisdiction  Goal  of  an  average  of  one  Special 
Membership  for  each  society,  and  that,  beginning  in  January, 
1945,  all  Special  Memberships  be  given  over  and  above  the  regular 
pledge  to  missions. 

7.  That  each  society  contribute  cash  supplies  to  MacDonell  French 
Mission  School  and  Wesley  House  at  Houma;  St.  Mark’s  Community 
Center,  1130  S.  Rampart  St.,  New  Orleans;  Business  Girls’  Inn, 
Shreveport,  Louisiana;  Sager-Brown  home  and  School  at  Baldwin; 
and  Scarritt  College,  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

8.  That  each  local  society  send  an  offering  for  Foreign  Medical  Sup- 
plies for  China  and  India  and  that  all  cash  offerings  for  supplies  be 
sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

9.  That  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Units  be  alert  to  seek  out  and  welcome 
into  the  community  and  Guild  women,  away  from  home  and  em- 
ployed in  defense  areas  and  those  women  in  the  community  tem- 
porarily employed. 

10  That  where  there  are  as  many  as  six  interested  employed  women,  a 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  be  organized,  and  that  additional  units  be 
organized  where  one  unit  is  not  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
employed  women  of  the  Church. 

11.  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Chri- 
tian  Service  cooperate  with  the  Guild  officers  or  coordinator  and  that 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  cooperate  further  with 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  by  interesting  young  and  mature  un- 
churched women  in  the  Guild. 

12.  That  contact  be  made  with  every  person  in  the  student  age  once 
a month,  and  that  introduction  cards  be  given  every  youth  leaving 
the  home  Church. 

13.  That  names  of  those  entering  college  be  sent  to  the  Conference 
Secretary  of  Student  Work  as  soon  as  possible,  and  that  the  name 
of  the  College,  interest  of  the  student  in  the  home  Church,  and 
talents  of  the  student  be  given. 

14.  That  each  society  make  an  effort  to  have  better  informed  and  func- 
tioning Secretaries  of  Youth  Work. 

15.  That  an  Interest  Group  of  Girls  be  formed  in  every  Church. 

16.  That  every  effort  be  made  to  increase  the  giving  of  Youth  to  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fund  in  1944. 

17.  That  definite  provision  be  made  for  the  missionary  education  of 
children  in  both  the  Sunday  morning,  and  in  some  form  of  addi- 
tional session,  of  the  Church  School. 
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18.  That  greater  emphasis  be  placed  upon  the  offerings  of  children  in 
additional  sessions  and  that  such  offerings  be  regularly  sent  to 
World  Service  and  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
and  that  gifts  of  money  and  supplies  sent  to  institutions  under  the 
local  W.  S.  C.  S.  to  be  included  in  her  report. 

19.  That  study  groups  in  the  interest  of  parent  education  be  fostered 
using  such  pamphlets  as  “Children  of  the  Church  in  War  Times.” 
and  that  special  attention  be  given  to  the  “Fellowship  of  Study.” 

20.  That  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  cooperate  with  and  secure  the  cooperation  of  school  people 
and  Parent  Teachers  Associations  in  carrying  out  adequately  the 
provision  of  state  laws  requiring  instruction  on  alcohol  and  other 
narcotics. 

21.  That  it  be  the  policy  of  the  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  Department  to  center  its  efforts  on  one  or  two 
timely  emphases  selected  from  the  Department’s  general  program, 
and  that  special  study  and  action  be  directed  toward  provisions  for  , 
juvenile  and  adolescent  protection. 

22.  That  each  society  use  the  “Goals  for  1944”  as  published  in  the 
December  issue  of  The  Methodist  Woman. 

23.  That  pledges  to  the  Woman’s  Division  be  increased  at  least  5%. 

24.  That  Recommendations  1,  2,  4,  and  7 of  the  Department  of  Or- 
ganization and  Promotion  as  set  forth  in  the  1943  Minutes  be  con- 
tinued for  1944. 

25.  That  we  continue  to  stress  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook  and 
Methodist  Woman  with  “Every  Officer  a Subscriber”  as  the  goal, 
and,  when  we  have  reached  that  goal,  stress  a “Ten  per  cent  in- 
crease in  subscriptions.” 

26.  That,  as  a member  of  the  program  committee,  the  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  publications,  stress,  in  that  committee  the  use  of 
the  program  material  prepared  for  our  use  month  by  month,  and 
that  strive  to  “lift  the  horizon  of  the  thinking  of  our  society  and 
to  broaden  its  ministry  during  the  coming  year.” 

27.  That  each  District  Secretary  assist  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  cultivating  toward  the  follow- 
ing goals:  (a)  Some  educational  progress  in  each  local  society,  and 
(b)  continued  increase  in  approved  study  courses  until  a goal  of 
four  for  the  year  is  reached,  with  special  emphasis  on  an  increase 
in  Special  Jurisdisction  Recognition  Classes  in  each  district. 

28.  That  Educational  Leadership  be  cultivated  by:  (a)  Educational 
Seminars  in  each  district,  and  (b)  attendance  at  the  Pastors’ 
School  and  Conference  for  Christian  Workers,  June  5-9,  Southeastern 
Louisiana  Institute,  Hammond,  Louisiana,  and  at  the  School  of 
Missions,  Mt.  Sequoyah,  July  3-13. 

29.  That,  in  keeping  with  the  new  By-Law,  Article  IV,  Section  4,  for  local 
societies,  each  society  President  be  responsible  for  seeing  that  the 
Committee  on  Study  and  Action  is  set  up  and  functioning  in  her 
society.

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DEPARTMENTS  OF  WORK  REPORT  OF  SECRETARIES 
CHILDREN’S  DIVISION 


Report  of  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  work: 

Statistical  reports  regarding  the  missionary  education  of  children 
are  very  misleading.  Every  Methodist  Church,  using' Methodist  literature 
have  the  missionary  units  as  a regular  part  of  the  program  of  Chris- 
tian Education  of  the  Children.  The  missionary  units  appear  regularly 
in  all  Methodist  literature.  One  hundred  societies  reported  this  year 
in  comparison  to  eighty-six  last  year. 

As  an  outgrowth  of  study  of  the  missionary  units,  the  following  in- 
teresting activities  were  used  by  different  churches  so  that  the  children 
might  practice  friendliness: 

1.  A large  number  of  churches  sent  gifts  to  McDonnel  School, 
Houma. 

2.  Many  gifts  were  sent  Japanese  centers  (relocation) 

(a)  A number  of  children’s  divisions,  regularly  give  to  China 
relief. 

3.  Christmas  units  were  given  misionary  emphasis  using  “Christ- 
mas in  other  Lands.” 

(a)  “Everywhere  Christmas,  a Play  was  Given  by  a number  of 
groups. 

(b)  A Book  of  Christmas  Carols  was  sent  a Japanese  relocation 
center. 

4.  Gifts  were  sent  to  orphanages  and  children’s  wards  in  hospitals. 

5.  Groups  gave  money  to  the  American  Bible  Society  for  Bibles  for 
life  rafts. 

6.  Thanksgiving  was  a season  of  worthwhile  experiences  of  shar- 
ing. 

7.  Gifts  were  sent  to  the  Dulac  Indians. 

8.  Several  churches  have  parents  meetings  using  “Children  of  the 
Church  in  War  Time”  and  “Christian  Home  Magazine” — for  dis- 
cussion. 

9.  Church  School  children  have  taught  Latin  American  games  to 
their  friends  in  public  school. 

10.  Several  churches  used  the  movies  and  stereoptican  slides  of 
Latin  America  showing  them  at  public  schools. 

Gifts  to  missions  from  the  children  have  almost  doubled  this  year. 

There  is  no  place  for  reporting  the  supply  work  on  the  present 
blanks,  so,  I feel  sure  far  more  is  being  done  than  is  reported  here. 
The  new  report  blanks  will  have  a space.  It  is  hoped  that  this  year 
more  secretaries  will  write  on  the  report  blank  the  gifts  of  money  and 
materials  made  by  the  children. 

We  have  a serious  shortage  of  additional  sessions.  May  we  this  year 
work  at  building  a world  of  friendly  children  with  more  enthusiasm 
than  we  busy  ourselves  at  collecting  scrap  iron,  saving  fats,  or  buying 

War  Bonds.

Report  of  Secretary  1943 

The  opportunities  for  service  in  this  Department  are  many  and 
varied;  therefore  one  must  be  on  the  alert  to  select  that  which  is  most 
pertinent  to  the  needs  of  the  community  for  these  times.  A study  of 
the  community  for  these  times.  A study  of  the  reports  of  the  local 
Secretaries  show  that  the  women  are  definitely  trying  to  get  the 
values  straight  and  to  put  “First  things  first.” 

As  we  compare  the  reports  we  find  that  in  some  instances  we 
have  made  gains,  in  others,  perhaps  no  noticeable  change.  Of  this  we 
are  certain:  there  is  a greater  desire  for  a better  understanding  of  the 
work,  more  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  social  growing  out  of  study, 
with  slightly  less  than  50%  of  the  societies  reporting,  91  informal 
studies  in  the  area  of  Christian  Social  Relations  were  reported.  This  is  a 
decided  increase  over  the  studies  of  last  year. 

The  total  amount  of  money  spent  by  this  Department  as  reported 
was  $26,180.58.  The  greater  part  of  this  was  spent  for  Church  debts 
and  Church  and  Parsonage  improvements. 

A brief  summary  of  the  activities  will  give  a general  idea  of  the 
work  carried  on  during  the  year.

Cooperating  in  a plan  for  the  employment  of  a Director  of 
Narcotic  Education  in  Public  Schools. 

Contributing  to  church  and  parsonage  debt  liquidation. 
Improving  Parsonages. 

Fellowship  meeting  Christian  Family  week  observed. 

Cooperated  in  World  Day  of  Prayer  and  numerous  other 
projects.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE  AND  PUBLICATIONS 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  the  desire  of  your  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications  to  secure  a wider  use  of  the  literature 
provided  by  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service.  To  some  extent, 
at  least,  this  goal  has  been  realized.  More  societies  have  reported  using 
the  program  material,  more  secretaries  are  serving  on  program  com- 
mittees, more  members  are  subscribing  to  the  “World  Outlook’  and 
“The  Methodist  Woman,’’  and  more  societies  have  used  these  two  maga- 
zines as  supplementary  material  for  programs. 

Approximately  2,000  pieces  of  literature  were  mailed  to  the  societies 
and  officers  during  the  year.  This  included  “Keys  To  The  Kingdom,” 
Week  of  Prayer  material,  Program  material,  “The  Conference  News,”  etc. 

Two  issues  of  “The  Conference  News”  were  published  with  your 
secretary  as  editor  and  Mrs.  G.  J.  Tinsley  as  associate  editor. 

A Literature  Room  was  a feature  of  our  Annual  Conference  in 
Monroe.  Under  the  efficient  management  of  Mrs.  A.  G.  McHenry, 
Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  of  First  Church,  Monroe, 
literature  was  attractively  displayed,  resulting  in  a sale  of  materials 
totalling  $11.41. 

The  goal  “Every  Officer  a Subscriber  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
IVorld  Outlook”  was  achieved  by  seventeen  societies.  The  societies  to  be 
congratulated  on  this  achievement  are:

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY 
EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 

In  order  to  see  the  past  year  in  its  true  perspective,  it  will  be 
helpful  to  think  of  it  as  a balance  sheet  on  which  are  two  columns, 
representing  the  liabilities  and  the  assests  in  Missionary  Education 
and  Service  for  1943.  Only  as  we  study  and  evaluate  these  two  columns 
and  profit  by  the  lessons  we  learn,  can  the  liabilities  be  transferred 
to  the  column  of  the  assets.  This  report  is  presented  therefore  with 
the  hope  that  it  will  be  helpful  in  the  year  ahead. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Conference  Committee  on  Study  and  Action 
sent  to  each  society  suggestions  for  the  year’s  program  of  education  in 
the  local  society.  Many  groups  followed  these  suggestions  very  closely, 
and  each  year  finds  a few  more  local  study  and  action  committees 
actually  at  work. 

Louisiana  Conference  was  one  of  six  conferences  in  the  South 
Central  Jurisdiction  to  increase  in  the  number  of  study  classes  in  1943. 
Closely  related  to  this  asset,  however,  is  our  liability  of  weakness  in 
reporting.  There  were  only  89  societies  in  the  Conference  which  re- 
ported this  department  of  work  every  quarter.  As  a result  of  this  lack 
of  reporting,  the  Louisiana  Conference  was  not  able  to  list  a single 
district  as  being  100%  in  achieving  Recognition  of  Efficiency  as  it 
relates  to  study. 

The  Course  on  The  Church  and  America’s  People  was  offered  in 
the  Pastors’  School  and  Conference  for  Christian  Workers.  There  were 
22  persons  enrolled  in  the  class  and  19  received  credit. 

Six  Educational  Seminars  were  held  in  1943,  in  which  all  seven 
districts  participated,  with  a total  attendance  of  379  persons  repres- 
enting 93  societies.  In  four  of  these  seminars,  Miss  Pearle  McCain,  of 
China,  was  the  guest  speaker. 

The  study  topics  most  generally  used  in  the  past  year  were:  In- 
ternational Relations  and  World  Peace,  A Study  based  on  the  Bible, 
using  the  text  Will  A Man  Rob  God?,  and  the  Church  and  America’s 
People.  One  of  the  encouraging  phases  of  these  studies  is  that  some 
very  definite  results  in  the  forms  of  changed  attitudes  and  activities 
undertaken  were  listed  as  outgrowths  of  study.  In  most  cases  these  re- 
sults have  been  reported  as  a part  of  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition 
Classes.  But  here  again  is  a liability  related  to  an  asset,  for  there 
was  a decrease  of  10  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes  in  the 
Louisiana  Conference  in  1943.  Since  definite  results  are  usually  realized 
in  S.  J.  R.  classes,  it  seems  urgent  that  we  increase  in  this  type  of 
study  class.  Baton  Rouge  and  Lake  Charles  districts  led  the  Conference 
with  10  and  9 S.  J.  R.  classes  respectively. 

Special  Missionary  Projects  are  still  an  unclarified  portion  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service.  Accurate  reports  of  this  part  of  our 
work  can  be  secured  only  from  the  Conference  Treasurer.  Of  the  total 
amount  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer  in  1943,  33%  was  directed  to 
Special  Missionary  Projects.

DEPARTMENT  OF  SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

Once  again  it  is  time  to  bring  our  records  before  the  kind  Book- 
peeker,  so  that  he  may  record  “in  the  Book  of  Time.”  Looking  at  a 
year’s  work  as  a whole  may  be  challenging  to  higher  and  loftier  plans 
for  the  future.  Sometimes  we  are  disappointed  and  surprised  at  the 
very  thin  sheaves  that  we  bring. 

Spiritual  results  are  intangible  most  of  the  time.  We  can’t  judge 
the  real  and  deepest  results  always  by  outward  results,  but  where  there 
has  been  a helpful  person  or  a helpful  atmosphere  you  can  usually  tell 
“if  it  has  been  a good  year.” 

As  your  state  chairman  I was  privileged  to  meet  in  Oklahoma 
City  with  all  the  other  State  Spiritual  Life  Leaders  in  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction.  The  meeting  was  called  by  Dr.  Harry  Denman,  Chairman 
of  the  Commission  on  Evangelism,  at  the  request  of  the  College  of  Bis- 
hops; Mrs.  William  Alexander,  Division  Chairman,  and  Mrs.  O.  W. 
Prince,  Jurisdictional  Chairman,  as  presiding  officers. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  form  a closer  fellowship  and  a 
more  active  relationship  the  Evangelistic  and  Spiritual  Life  Committees 
in  the  life  of  the  Local  Church  under  the  planning  of  the  local  Pastor. 
There  has  been  too  much  of  tendency  to  operate  as  separate  commit- 
tees and  the  Bishops  realize  the  great  need  of  combined  efforts  to  help 
prepare  the  church  people  for  a new  world  order  that  we  all  say  we 
want  and  should  be  working  for. 

There  is  always  a wonderfully  inspiring  help  that  come  from  sitting 
in  a meeting  with  a united  thinking  and  planning.  We  feel  some  pro- 
gress was  made  this  year  along  this  line,  and  we  truly  pray  that  this 
next  year  will  find  a complete  “United  Effort.” 

The  local  committees  have  cooperated  in  all  special  days  such  as 
“World  Day  of  Prayer,”  “Week  of  Dedication,”  “Visitation  Cam- 
paigns,” “Week  of  Prayer”  and  many  other  ways  as  I said  at  the  be- 
ginning that  you  can’t  put  down  in  a report. 

Speaking  of  reports — the  new  report  blanks  have  been  used  very 
well  and  already  this  year  the  first  quarter  shows  a continued  improve- 
ment. Would  you  like  to  know  how  the  Districts  reported?  I got  a 
total  of  339  reports  for  the  year,  as  follows:  Alexandria  District  14, 
Baton  Rouge  District  44,  Lake  Charles  District  51,  Monroe  District  60, 
New  Orleans  District  50,  Ruston  District  50,  Shreveport  District  70. 
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As  an  individual  report  blank  you  may  not  feel  that  it  will  be  so 
important,  but  put  together  you  see  what  a fine  result  it  makes.  So 
make  a new  resolution  that  you  will  send  that  report  Every  Time  On 
Time.  Since  we  are  on  figures  it  might  be  well  to'  print  these.  With  the 
number  of  societies  I should  get  250  each  quarter,  making  1,000  for  the 
year.

I had  reports  from  121  during  the  year  but  not  every  quarter  tho, 
just  that  many  societies  at  least  once  during  the  year,  and  a total  of 
339  (instead  of  1,000)  Recon  it’s  your  society? 

I have  been  much  encouraged  over  the  growth  of  the  initiative 
on  the  part  of  the  local  chairman  in  deciding  what  type  of  service  was 
most  helpful  in  that  particular  locality,  and  going  ahead  and  using 
it.  The  very  nature  of  the  work  makes  it  impossible  to  have  a set  plan 
that  would  fit  every  situation.  So  I beg  of  you  to  meet  and  meet  in  His 
name  and  for  His  sake  and  you  will  get  results  whether  they  are  the 
kind  you  report  or  not. 

So  that  is  my  “Today’s  Challenge  for  Tomorrow’s  Task.”

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 

We  have  come  to  the  end  of  our  first  quadrennium  of  Student 
Work.  For  four  years  we  have  been  laying  the  foundation  stones  upon 
which  to  build  a program  which  meet  the  needs  of  students. 

Four  years  of  a World  at  War,  Young  People  entering  the  Service 
of  their  country,  either  voluntarily  or  by  Selective  Service,  College 
Students  enrolling  only  to  leave  at  the  end  of  a brief  period,  eighteen- 
year-olds  leaving  the  home  Church  often  before  High  School  Gradua- 
tion. These  factors  have  made  it  imperative  that  Secretaries  of  Student 
Work  be  keen  about  keeping  these  absentee  members  in  touch  with 
the  Church.  Upon  them,  largely,  rests  the  responsibility  of  contact  with 
the  home  Church  while  they  are  away  from  home. 

Students  left  at  home  are  feeling  the  strain  of  these  days.  The 
need  of  what  the  Church  has  to  offer  is  greater  than  it  has  been.  The 
Student  group  is  more  affected  by  the  war  than  any  other.  It  is  our 
duty  to  give  to  every  student  a feeling  that  the  Church  is  one  of  the 
few  “unchangeables”  of  these  times,  that  it  is  built  upon  a rock.  In  these 
days  of  transient  and  fleeting  things,  when  life  is  held  so  cheap,  young 
people  are  hungry  for  something  stable  that  will  endure — . If  we 
miss  our  opportunity  now  we  shall  deserve  a crop  of  indifference  which 
we  shall  reap  in  the  years  to  come. 

This  year  we  had  only  117  elected  Secretaries  and  only  50%  of 
these  sent  in  regular  reports. 

I find  that  the  secretaries  who  are  active  do  a fine  piece  of  work 
and  they  report  an  increased  interest  among  those  with  whom  they 
are  in  touch.  Various  methods  are  used  to  contact  those  away  from 
the  home  church. 

More  churches  observed  Student  Recognition  Day  this  year  than 
ever  before  and  many  reported  having  sent  money  on  Student  Day  for 
the  Loan  Scholarships. 
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Your  Conference  Secretary  attended  a Seminar  for  Secretaries  of 
Student  Work  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  in  Oklahoma  City  in 
September.  For  three  days  we  discussed  together  the  purpose  and  plan 
of  Student  Work.  The  program  was  clarified  and  Relationships  de- 
fined. Mrs.  Leonore  E.  Porter  was  present  and  conducted  the  seminar. 

Two  new  Directors  of  Student  work  came  to  our  College  Camp- 
uses this  year.  Miss  Helen  Strickland  is  working  with  students  on  the 
campus  of  Southwestern  Louisiana  Institute  at  Lafayette,  and  Miss 
Genieviere  Reynolds  is  working  on  the  campus  of  Louisiana  State 
Normal  at  Natchitoches.  Miss  Florence  Jones  continues  her  work  on 
the  campus  of  Louisiana  Polytechnic  Institute  at  Ruston. 

These  workers  are  laboring  under  difficult  situations.  Their  group 
changes  so  often  that  they  must  continually  be  changing  their  plans 
and  adjusting  their  program.  Trainees  are  located  on  nearly  all  of  our 
college  campuses  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  meet  the  spiritual, 
social  and  personal  needs  of  these  men  as  they  are  being  trained  for 
Service. 

N'o  group  in  the  church  is  rendering  a greater  Service  than  those 
who  work  with  Students  on  College  Campuses. 

Let  us  put  forth  greater  effort  in  the  days  ahead  to  promote  a 
closer  relationship  between  the  local  Church  and  the  Student  age- 
group — .

4.  That  those  Societies  wishing  to  send  ministerial  supplies  please 
notify  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Supplies, 
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5.  That  each  Supply  Secretary  present  the  needs  of  the  Institutions 
to  her  local  Society  at  least  once  each  quarter  after  receiving  letter 
of  instruction  from  Conference  Supply  Secretary. 

6.  That  each  local  Society  send  an  offering  for  Foreign  Medical  Sup- 
plies to  be  used  for  China,  also  India. 

7.  That  all  cash  offerings  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

8.  That  each  Local  Secretary  of  Supplies  feel  a greater  responsibility 
in  sending  accurate  quarterly  reports  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  Supplies  by  April  5,  July  5,  October  5,  January  5,  using  report 
blank  from  the  Local  Corresponding  Secretary’s  book.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  YOUTH  WORK 

This  department  of  work  is  now  functioning  under  a new  title. 
Henceforth  those  officers  formerly  known  as  Secretaries  of  Young  Wo- 
me  and  Girl’s  Work  will  use  the  new  title  “Secretary  of  Youth  Work.” 
The  change  of  name  became  effective  by  action  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  at  the  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  recently  held  at  Buck  Hill 
Falls,  Pennsylvania. 

It  should  be  a more  meaningful  and  a more  comprehensive  title 
for  the  work  we  are  engaged  in. 
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The  reports  for  1943  are  encouraging.  They  reflect  an  increasing 
knowledge  of  the  work,  and  the  remarks  made  by  the  secretaries  in 
evaluating  the  year’s  work  show  definite  progress.  To  quote  a few 
of  them: 

“More  adults  shoiwng  an  interest  and  a desirt  to  help  with  this 
work.” 

“I  am  very  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  working  with  youth.” 

“More  consideration  for  peoples  of  other  races,  finer  appreciation  of 
their  talents,  their  customs,  etc.,  through  studies  in  our  World  Friend- 
ship Commissions.  These  have  resulted  in  more  Christian  attitudes.” 

“Fellowship  Hour”  for  young  people  following  Evening  Church 
Services  in  our  Church  are  becoming  more  popular.  We  feel  that  these 
occasions  are  very  helpful  in  creating  the  right  environment  for  our 
Young  People  and  particularly  the  Service  Men  who  may  be  in  the 
group.” 

“Definite  interest  in  Missions  is  being  manifested  through  study  of 
Missions,  planned  activities  and  special  offerings.” 

Reports  reveaf  some  splendid  work  being  done,  still  much  fine  work 
goes  unreported.  A careful  study  of  the  report  blank  will  show  that 
many  phases  of  Youth  Work  are  to  be  reported  aside  from  the  activities 
of  the  Interest  Groups. 


NEW  PROGRAM  MATERIAL 

Splendid  Program  Material  has  been  prepared  for  the  Interest 
Groups: 

“Youth  in  a World  of  Opportunity.” 

“The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook”  contains  valuable  mis- 
sionary material  to  supplement  program  material. 

The  Interest  Groups  are  urged  to  send  supplies  to  the  Institutions 
designated  by  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service.  The  Con- 
ference Secretary  of  Supplies  will  furnish  groups  with  lists  of  needs. 

Our  definite  needs  at  present  are: 

(1)  More  Secretaries  of  Youth  Work.  (Only  76  were  elected  in 
1943  out  of  252  Societies  in  Conference.)  Wherever  there  is  a Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  there  should  be  in  Interest  Group  of  girls 
and  young  women. 

(2)  A more  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  Youth  Secretaries  to  in- 
form themselves  concerning  this  work  as  a whole. 

(3)  An  increase  in  the  giving  of  Youth  to  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fund. 

If  these  things  are  done  our  work  will  go  forward  with  great 
strides. 

Our  work  is  two  years  old  now  and  we  have  spent  much  time  in 
organization  and  in  the  process  of  education,  yet  much  remains  to  be 
done.  May  we  as  workers  with  youth  resolve  to  do  more  this  year  than 
we  have  ever  done  to  instill  in  the  hearts  of  our  youth  a deep  desire 
for  a better  world  and  let  us  work  toward  that  end  that  a “New 
Earth  Wherein  Dwelleth  Righteousness”  may  become  a reality  for 
Mankind  everywhere.

The  year  1943  at  MacDonell  School  has  been  a good  year  in  spite 
of  some  handicaps.  In  fact  some  of  the  benefits  are  due,  perhaps,  to  the 
handicaps.  A shortage  of  teachers,  for  instance,  has  put  a heavy 
burden  upon  the  few  strong  workers  available,  but  these  strong  workers 
have  had  more  continuous  and  intimate  contact  with  the  pupils,  great- 
ly to  the  advantage  of  the  latter.  The  older  pupils,  though  fewer  in 
number  than  formerly,  have  had  to  take  on  more  responsibility  and 
help  fill  the  gaps,  and  they  have  done  it  splendidly,  rendering  invalua- 
ble service  in  teaching,  nursing,  caring  for  the  younger  children,  super- 
vising playgrounds,  writing  business  letters,  entertaining  guests,  teach- 
ing in  the  Sunday  Schools  and,  in  short,  taking  on  many  of  the  cares 
and  responsibilities  of  the  teachers  we  didn’t  have. 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  about  hundred  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  around  eighty.  The  growth  in  Christian  poise  and  intellectual 
ability  is  marked. 

The  senior  class  consists  of  five:  four  girls  and  a boy.  The  boy, 
Robert  Hunter,  “made  eighteen”  in  December  so,  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  on  the  subject,  we  gave  him  his  diploma,  bade  him  good  bye, 
and  turned  him  over  to  Uncle  Sam.  The  girls  are  as  fine,  upstanding, 
forward-looking  youngsters  as  are  to  found  in  any  high  school  in  the 
state. 

The  graduates  of  May,  1943,  two  girls  are  both  making  good.  One 
has  a responsibile  position  with  a local  firm,  and  the  other,  Helen 
Pitre;  is  taking  a two-year  college  course  at  Hammond,  preparatory  to 
entering  nurse  training. 

Due  to  the  more  peremptory  demands  of  the  school,  the  rural  work 
work  in  this  challenging  area  has  not  received  the  emphasis  it  needs; 
but  with  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  teachers  and  pupils  a 
great  deal  has  been  accomplished.  For  three  months,  when  both  Houma 
Heights  Church  and  the  French  Mission  charges  were  without  pastors, 
MacDonell  School  filled  the  gap  and  not  a single  service  in  any  of 
the  churches  was  omitted,  and  very  good  services  we  had,  too.  Most 
of  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  in 
the  rural,  though  under  more  difficult  circumstances.  On  the  whole 
work  in  rural  areas  has  been  held  to  a reasonably  high  level. 

The  Wesley  House  work,  in  these  strenuous  war  times,  is  enlarged 
and  demanding.  Fortunately,  our  students  are  eager  assistants  in  this 
area,  writing  letters  and  sending  the  Upper  Room  to  our  more  than 
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forty  “former  students  in  the  services  throughout  the  world”;  making 
them  welcome  and  happy  when  they  visit  us  on  their  furloughs; 
visiting  the  sick,  eagerly  lending  a hand  with  all  manner  of  work  to 
those  in  need,  or  substituting  for  some  teacher  that  she  may  help 
comfort  the  sorrowing,  sustain  the  week,  or  help  “unscrew  the  inscrut- 
able.” 

An  interesting  phase  of  cooperation  at  MacDonell  School  is  our 
“help  the  farmer”  program  with  special  emphasis  on  our  own  farm. 
The  boys  are  fewer  in  number  and  younger  in  age  than  formerly.  Yet 
we  are  farming  on  a much  larger  scale  than  formerly.  It  is  all  done 
with  apparent  ease  and  harmony.  The  girls  do  more  of  the  Campus 
wrork  to  free  the  boys  for  the  farm,  even  the  little  ones  can  pick  up 
the  sticks,  paper,  and  oyster  shells  that  will  get  scattered  about.  At 
times,  like  potato  planting  time,  or  bean  picking  season,  the  girls 
do  overalls  and  lend  a hand.  When  some  other  farmer  is  in  special 
need  we  visit  his  place  for  an  afternoon,  or  several,  as  the  case  may 
be.  It  is  hard  work  and  fun,  and  a “bit”  for  our  country. 

We  could  not  close  a report  on  the  work  at  MacDonell  School  with- 
out some  words  of  deepest  appreciation  of  the  marvelous  love  and 
cooperation  of  all  the  women  of  the  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S.  To  their 
diligence  and  generosity  in  supplying  scholarships  and  supplies  we 
owe  our  ability  to  carry  on.  We  have  been  impressed  and  greatly  up- 
lifted in  spirit  by  the  foresight  and  love  of  the  women.  Soap,  medical 
supplies,  money  for  shoes,  dental  bills,  equipment,  what  not;  all  is  sup- 
plied, and  with  a joyousness  that  gives  us  “the  strength  of  ten”  be- 
cause their  love  is  sure. 

We  are  unable  this  year  to  give  a list  of  the  scholarships,  with 
names  of  donors  and  the  child  benefitting  from  the  gift.  The  names 
of  donors  and  amounts  of  individual  gifts  no  longer  come  to  me  from 
the  general  treasurer.  We  will  try,  in  the  future,  to  secure  this  informa- 
tion from  the  Conference  Treasurer  and  have  it  ready  for  the  next 
report. 

The  work  at  Dulac  for  the  Indians  of  that  area  continues  to  func- 
tion and  to  bear  fruit.  Here,  too,  the  teacher  shortage  is  noticable  and 
Miss  Wilhelmina  Hooper  is  carrying  on  alone.  The  enrollment  for  the 
entire  calendar  year  is  ninety-eight,  but  not  all  are  in  attendance  at 
the  same  time.  The  attendance  at  school  is  seasonal,  the  trapping  sea- 
son, shrimping  season  and  other  seasons,”  affecting  it.  There  are  usually 
around  thirty  dark-eyed,  eager  children  in  attendance.  They  make  good 
progress  and  are  very  proud  of  their  achievements. 

Due  to  rentals  of  garden  plots,  boat  pockets,  etc.,  a small  fund 
is  slowly  accumulating  to  be  used  for  the  building  program  after  the 
war.  This  work  proves  to  be  vital  and  fruitful  of  spiritual  as  well  as 
economic  advancement  of  the  people. 

It  is  with  gratitude  and  joy  that  all  the  workers  at  MacDonell 
and  Dulac  close  the  year  and  say  thank  you  to  all  who  have  helped 
enrich  the  days,  and  establish  the  year.

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In  a community  such  as  ours  the  atmosphere  of  war  tends  to  in- 
crease the  disintegration  of  character  and  personality.  Particularly  is 
this  true  in  the  case  of  children  for  whom  parental  controls  have 
been  greatly  decreased  or  virtually  suspended.  Thus  is  underlined 
the  challenging  opportunities  and  responsibilities  of  church  settle- 
ment work  in  a congested  urban  setting.  To  meet  the  changed  needs 
of  our  people  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  appropriate  changes  in 
the  program  and  emphases  of  our  work. 

During  the  year  there  were  increased  demands  on  staff  time  for 
work  with  individuals  whose  personal  problems  were  apparent.  Owing 
to  the  stresses  and  strains  of  war  time  living  a larger  than  usual 
number  of  requests  have  come  for  cooperation  in  providing  services  for 
persons  referred  to  us  by  case  work  organizations.  In  this  aspect  of 
our  work  some  promising  results  have  been  noted. 

An  important  addition  to  our  program  has  been  the  employing  of 
a children’s  worker  and  the  opening  of  after  school  activities  for 
young,  children.  This  new  feature  has  shown  itself  to  be  of  real  value 
to  those  children  who  lack  adequate  supervision  of  their  after  school 
activities.  It  is  also  meeting  a war  need  in  that  it  provides  good  care 
for  children  whose  mothers  are  at  work  in  defense  industries. 

A trend  of  the  times  has  brought  out  the  need  for  more  mass  re- 
creation activities.  The  activity  of  so-called  gangs  has  been  a considera- 
tion in  our  program  planning.  While  most  of  those  groups  are  merely 
looking  for  fun  and  enoying  a new  measure  of  freedom  they  can  not 
be  left  too  much  to  their  own  devices.  Wherever  possible  such  groups 
have  been  introduced  to  our  open  membership  recreational  services. 
Thus,  from  a somewhat  casual  relationship  with  the  Center,  a number 
of  these  young  boys  and  girls  have  come  to  take  active  part  in  regular 
groups  and  activities  to  the  benefit  of  themselves  and  the  Center. 

In  addition  to  these  special  emphases  the  regular  work  and  pro- 
gram arangement  has  been  continued.  Socials  and  entertainments  for 
service  me  have  been  held  regularly  throughout  the  year.  Such  groups 
as  the  Boy  Scouts,  Intermediates,  and  Young  People  have  carried  on 
interesting  community  projects.  Groups  specializing  in  educational 
activities,  dramatics,  music,  home  economics,  craftwork,  and  athletics 
have  had  a busy  and  profitable  year.  New  books  and  furnishings  have 
been  obtained  for  the  library.  The  book  circulation  has  shown  a mater- 
ial increase  over  that  of  last  year.  The  number  and  scope  of  services 
offered  in  the  medical  clinic  has  decreased  because  of  the  shortage  of 
doctors.  However,  a staff  sufficient  to  care  for  several  hundred  patients 
monthly  is  providing  a much  needed  service  to  the  community.

Sager  Brown  Home-The  Challenge  of  Negro  Education 

“And  the  child  grew  and  became  strong  he  was  filled  with  wisdom 
and  the  favor  of  God  was  on  him.”  Luke  2:  4-41. 

In  the  United  States  today  there  are  millions  of  disinherited  chil- 
dren, deprived  of  the  fundmental  rights  of  childhood,  parents,  home, 
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iove,  and  an  education.  The  larger  per  cent  of  this  number  consists 
chiefly  of  negro  boys  and  girls.  An  article  from  a 1941  issue  of  “The 
Methodist  Woman  stated  that  there  were  twenty  million  children 
who  received  no  religious  training.  That  number  is  larger  today  and  it 
tells  us  that  the  same  number  are  without  proper  home  training.  The 
chnstian  home  should  give  the  child  the  opportunity  for  threefold 
development,  the  same  that  Jesus  as  a child  had;  Mentally,  physically 
and  spiritually  strong.  Safeguarding  and  promoting  the  growth  of  these 
children  has  become  an  obligation,  challenge,  a hope  that  faces  the 
world. 

This  obligation,  challenge  and  hope  has  been  accepted  by  Christian 
women  of  Methodism.  It  is  through  the  Woman’s  Division  the  Board 
of  Mission  and  Church  Extension  of  the  Methodist  Church  that  Sager 
Brown  Home  is  serving  Underprivilege  boys  and  girls.  This  Home  at 
Baldwin  Louisiana  is  most  beautifully  situated  on  the  Bayou  Teche, 
made  famous  by  Longfellow’s  Evangeline.”  The  plant  consists  of  four 
main  buildings — girl’s  dormitory  and  administration  building,  boy’s 
dormitory,  the  Godman  school  house  and  the  Library.  The  O.  S.  T. 
(Old  Spanish  Trail)  also  known  as  U.  S.  90  passes  immediately  front 
of  the  Home.  It  can  be  conveniently  reached  by  Rail,  Water,  or  Road. 

At  this  writing  there  are  fifty-five  children  in  the  Home.  Thirty- 
three  girls  and  twenty-two  boys.  The  total  school  enrollment  is  one- 
hundred  thirty-nine  Some  of  these  come  from  homes  devoid  of  both 
parents,  some  from  homes  where  parents  can  not  live  harmoniously 
together,  some  from  no  homes  at  all,  and  the  war  brings  those  whose 
parents  are  serving  the  country  by  being  in  the  Army  or  on  some  De- 
fense Job.  These  children  enter  as  boarding  students.  Sager  Brown  sup- 
plies them  with  what  a home  should  supply  a child;  proper  food, 
clothing,  shelter,  schooling,  in  short  that  of  which  thru  no  fault  of 
theirs  they  have  been  deprived. 

The  children  do  their  share  in  helping  to  take  care  of  the  buildings 
and  grounds.  Not  a child  in  the  Home,  save  those  who  are  too  young 
who  is  not  given  a task,  be  it  never  so  small,  under  supervision  the 
child  is  expected  to  meet  that  task.  Proper  time  is  given  for  play  and 
recreation.  While  we  have  a laundress  for  a few  days  each  week,  the 
larger  girls  do  their  own  and.  help  with  that  for  the  smaller  children. 
They  are  taught  early  to  sew,  beginning  at  school  in  the  fifth  grade 
and  going  through  the  tenth. 

The  boys  also  have  their  own  dormitory,  work  in  the  garden,  take 
care  of  the  chickens  and  do  all  such  tasks  as  fall  to  the  lot  of  the 
boy  in  the  average  family.  This  year  we  have  been  able  to  offer  the 
boys  some  shop  work.  An  alumnus  of  the  school  gave  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  to  help  buy  tools  and  material  for  the  industrial  work. 

The  one  great  need  is  a building  where  they  can  comfortably  work. 
We  feel  that  the  hands  of  every  child  should  be  trained  as  well  as 
tilt  mind. 

Sager  Brown  has  a complete  grade  and  Junior  High  School  system. 
Five  teachers  including  the  principal  are  on  duty  through  the  year. 
The  length  of  the  school  term  is  nine  months.  All  our  children  attend 
school  and  from  fifty  to  sixty  attend  from  the  community.  The  public 
school  goes  only  through  the  seventh  grade  and  they  continue  their 
schooling  at  Sager  Brown  School.  The  nearest  high  school  is  five  miles 
away.  Transportation  is  costly  and  many  children  would  be  deprived 
of  even  a junior  high  school  education  if  it  were  not  that  they  could 
attend  Sager  Brown,  thus  you  see  that  Sager  Brown  School  is  a bless- 
ing to  the  community. 
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Christian  Education  is  stressed;  a mid-week  prayer  service  is 
conducted  weekly.  The  children  love  to  sing,  pray  and  give  Bible 
verses.  Sunday-school  services  are  held  in  the  church  which  is  not 
far  away.  The  older  boys  and  girls  are  members  of  the  Junior  Choir. 
Daily  vacation  Church-School  is  held  each  summer  following  the 
close  of  school.  The  high  school  girls  and  boys  do  very  well  as  Sunday 
school  teacher  and  helpers  with  the  small  children  in  church-school. 

The  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service  is  meeting  a great  need. 
The  work  of  the  Home  and  School  this  year  has  been  readjusted  to 
meet  the  shortage  of  a farmer  part  of  the  year,  a music  teacher  all 
the  year,  and  then  came  another  readjustment  to  meet  the  shortage 
of  the  Home  Economic  teacher  who  left  recently  because  of  illness. 
Every  worker  is  doing  double  work,  and  doing  it  with  a smile  thus  we 
have  not  let  one  phase  of  our  program  drop.  We  are  thankful  for  a 
group  of  conscientious  workers. 

The  youth  of  today  will  be  the  citizens  of  tomorrow.  The  kind 
of  citizens  they  are  depends  upon  the  type  of  training  they  receive. 
It  is  the  job  of  the  adults  to  see  that  they  are  properly  trained,  not 
only  at  Sager  Brown  Home  but  every  institution  of  learning.  We  the 
workers  at  Sager  Brown  pledge  to  do  the  job  that  is  ours  and  with 
your  support,  your  prayers  and  interest  w'e  can  do  it.

LOUISIANA  STUDENT  WORK 

Annual  Student  Report  Louisiana  Polytechnic  Institute 
1943-44 

Louisiana  Polytechnic  Institute  changed  from  the  semester  to  the 
trimester  wartime  basis  in  July,  1943.  This  change  was  necessitated 
by  the  V-12  Unit  which  moved  here  to  our  campus  taking  over  com- 
pletely the  men’s  dormitories.  With  the  coming  of  the  V-12  Unit  and 
the  trimester  schedule  has  come  many  changes  in  our  total  program. 
There  has  been  a constant  “coming  and  going”  of  students,  ever 
changing  council  members,  constant  adaptation  of  increased  time 
schedules,  and  eternal  endeavor  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students  in 
such  times  as  this — a time  of  frustration,  upheaval,  unrest,  and  un- 
certainty. The  total  enrollment  has  decreased  steadily,  therefore  de- 
creasing our  own  Methodist  preference  students.  At  the  present  we 
have  slightly  more  than  300  Methodist  preference  students  on  the 
campus,  including  members  of  the  V-12  unit. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  trimester  The  Wesley  Foundation  Coun- 
cil has  held  a Retreat  to  find  inspiration  and  information  in  preparing 
detailed  plans  for  our  schedule  of  activities  within  that  trimester. 
Blotters  explaining  the  Wesley  Foundation  and  giving  lists  of  our  gen- 
eral activities  have  been  issued  at  each  registration. 

On  March  15,  1944  we  closed  our  first  year  in  our  new  Student 
Center.  It  is  with  a thrill  that  we  look  back  over  the  past  year  and 
realize  the  changes  that  we  have  been  able  to  make  on  our  new  student 
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house.  It  has  been  completely  redecorated,  and  now  has  an  attractive, 
well-equipped  prayer  room,  office,  date  room,  kitchen,  and  living 
room.  One  of  our  most  cherished  new  additions  is  our  piano. 

The  Wesley  Foundation  cooperated  with  the  Religious  Organiza- 
tion Council  in  oringing  Dr.  Harry  Rimmer,  noted  archeoligist,  author, 
and  Bible  scholar  as  Religious  Emphasis  Week  speaker.  Other  visitors 
to  our  campus  religious  program  included  Dr.  James  Workman,  Dr. 
Daniels,  Baptist  Minister  from  El  Dorado,  Dr.  James  Chubb,  Dr.  Hump- 
hrey Lee,  Miss  Elizabeth  Stinson,  and  Miss  Jean  Lancaster. 

During  the  month  of  August,  1943  we  had  a “blessed  event”  in  the 
form  of  our  weekly  news  sheet,  The  Methodist  Extra.  The  editor  of 
the  paper  is  one  of  our  sailor  boys  who  is  acting  Publicity  Chairman 
while  here  at  Tech.  This  news  sheet  gives  a calendar  for  the  week 
with  special  mention  of  coming  events  during  the  trimester.  Special 
features  sketching  the  outstanding  activities  of  our  campus,  other 
campuses,  and  the  National  Methodist  Student  movement  are  shown. 

The  recreational  activities  have  included  the  following:  Our  first 
Open  House  in  the  new  Student  Center,  the  Welcoming  Scavenger 
Hunt  Watermelon  party  in  July,  Open  House  on  Saturday  nights,  Hay- 
lide  to  Butler’s  Pond,  Friendly’s  every  Wednesday  afternoon,  annual 
Christmas  party  and  shower  for  the  Student  Center,  Examination 
Snacks,  Valentine  party,  Birthday  parties,  old  fashioned  candy  pul- 
ling, pop-corn  party,  “Cafe  Society,”  and  a farewell  Open  House  for 
Bro.  and  Mrs.  Hicks.  Our  new  Student  Center  is  open  every  day  for 
informal  fellowship.  In  Sunday  evening  before  our  young  peoples’ 
worship  service,  we  have  a recreational  period  and  refreshments. 

During  November  our  pastor,  Brother  Hicks,  was  transferred  to 
Lake  Charles  District  as  District  Superintendent,  and  Rev.  J.  J.  Ras- 
mussen came  to  Ruston  as  our  pastor. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  placed,  as  always,  on  the  worship  side 
of  our  program.  The  Membership  Committee  has  sought  to  interest 
more  students  and  to  help  them  feel  a sense  of  individual  responsi- 
bility. There  is  a prayer  group  which  meets  every  Wednesday  morn- 
ing in  the  Student  Center;  personal  conferences  have  been  held  by 
the  Student  Secretary,  and  special  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the 
Worship  Programs  on  Sunday.  Some  of  our  special  services  have 
been  book  reviews,  adult  speakers,  organ  meditations,  poetry  hours, 
discussion  groups,  and  dramatic  worship  services.  The  World  Friend- 
ship Committee  sponsored  a religious  program  on  Mexico  and  San 
Salvador,  and  a movie  entitled  “Mexico,  Far  Away  Land  Near  By.”  A 
musical  program  entitled  “Religion  Through  Music,  the  Universal 
Language,”  and  a Sacrificial  Meal  were  also  sponsored  by  this  com- 
mittee. The  high  lights  of  our  worship  programs  for  this  year  were 
two  effective  programs  given  in  church:  one  was  a playlet  written  by 
one  of  our  former  students  entitled  “The  Case  of  the  Frustrated  Stu- 
dent” and  our  Student  Recognition  Sunday  Program  with  representa- 
tives from  three  schools  telling  of  the  Religious  Program  on  the  individ- 
ual campus. 

The  entire  year  has  been  shadowed  with  the  ever  increasing  de- 
parture of  boys  in  the  service.  Many  letters  have  been  received  from 
them  expressing  their  appreciation  of  what  the  Wesley  Foundation 
meant  to  them.  We  are  sending  a letter  and  Bishop  Cushman’s 
Pocket  Prayer  Book  to  each  boy. 

The  service  project  for  the  year  has  been  the  clothing  of  a little 
toy  at  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Orphanage.  Liberal  offerings  have 
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been  made  by  students  allowing  us  to  provide  for  him  the  necessities 
of  his  clothings,  a grand  Christmas,  and  a remembrance  on  Valentine’s 
day. 

Several  State  Student  Planning  Conferences  have  been  held,  and 
the  Student  Secretary  and  representatives  from  the  Tech  Wesley 
Foundation  have  attended. 

The  challenge  of  the  campus  is  greater  today  than  ever  before  be- 
cause of  the  speeded  up  schedule,  the  specialized  program,  the  strenu- 
ous physical  demands,  the  atmosphere  of  war,  and  a general  feeling 
of  insecurity.  As  we  look  toward  the  future,  we  turn  our  hearts  and 
minds  increasingly  to  the  task  before  us — endeavoring  to  help  each 
student  to  the  realization  of  what  John  Wesley  meant  when  he  said 
“My  heart  was  strangely  warmed.”

REPORT  OF  STUDENT  COUNSELOR  AT  S.  L.  I.  TO  THE  1944 
CONFERENCE  OF  TRE  LOUISIANA  W.  S.  C.  S. 

The  task  of  counseling  Methodist  students  at  Southwestern  Lou- 
isiana Institute,  Lafayette,  during  the  iast  seven  months  has  been  a 
pleasant  and  rewarding  task.  The  campus  scene  has  been  radically 
changed  since  last  year,  by  the  coming  of  the  Navy  training  program; 
the  addition  of  uniformed  men  to  our  group  brings  a larger  challenge 
to  the  church  at  the  same  time  it  increases  the  responsibilities  of  the 
church.  Despite  the  constantly  shifting  student  population,  we  have 
been  able  to  make  definite  progress  from  an  organizational  stand- 
point. 

The  program  emphases  have  been  those  of:  religious  education, 
development  of  spiritual  life,  distribution  of  Christian  literature,  en- 
couragement in  churchmanship,  service  to  others,  wholesome  recreation, 
and  the  creation  of  a home  atmosphere  at  the  Center. 

Objectives  have  been  to  help  students  gain  as  intelligent  under- 
standing of  the  Christian  faith,  gain  experience  in  practicing  its  prin- 
ciples, find  a definite  place  for  themselves  in  the  local  church,  culti- 
vate world-mindedness,  and  to  minister  to  personal  needs. 

Of  the  240  Methodists  at  S.  L.  I.,  more  than  half  are  members  of 
the  Navy  V-12  Unit.  The  participation  of  the  Unit  in  our  program  has 
been  remarkably  good.  The  future  holds  promise  of  good  work.

REPORT  OF  STUDENT  WORK,  LOUISIANA  STATE 
NORMAL  COLLEGE 

Facts  concerning  Student  Work  at  Normal: 

1.  There  are  130  Methodist  students  with  three-fourths  active 
in  some  phase  of  the  program  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  and  the 
local  church. 

2.  There  are  about  200  Methodist  service  men  on  our  campus  who 
are  loking  directly  to  us  for  spiritual  requirements. 
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3.  The  Student  Religious  Building  is  so  located  on  the  campus 
that  it  may  serve  as  an  easily  accessible  gathering  center  for  students 
of  many  faiths.  As  our  office  is  one  of  two  which  are  open  during 
all  hours,  we  reach  students  of  almost  all  faiths.  It  is  our  aim  to 
keep  the  center  at  all  times  homelike  and  filled  with  a Christian 
atmosphere. 

4.  The  Student  Religious  center  houses  the  offices  of  the  various 
denominational  workers,  either  full  or  part-time.  The  school  furnishes 
heat,  light,  water  maintenance,  and  janitor  service.  The  officials  of 
the  school  are  very  cooperative. 

5.  Phases  of  our  work: 

Worship — There  is  a basic  need  for  stimulation  from  worship 
among  our  students  as  much  as  there  is  among  other  church  groups. 
It  has  been  our  aim  to  put  a great  emphasis  upon  the  worship  needs  of 
our  group  and  to  center  our  other  work  around  this  means  of  finding  a 
definite  relationship  between  the  student  and  his  God.  We  have  also 
tried  to  connect  the  church  worship  service  with  our  own  worship 
periods  as  there  must  be  a new  transfer  of  loyalties  from  a definite 
home  church  to  the  college  church  and  to  their  church  groups  if  we 
are  to  fulfill  our  function  of  bringing  the  student  into  the  midst  of  a 
new  Christian  fellowship.  This  is  the  first  step  in  facing  change  as  it 
comes  in  this  day  of  constant  changes. 

Literature — The  beginning  of  a library  in  the  center,  consisting 
both  of  materials  used  in  the  Foundation  program  and  materials  for 
devotional  and  personal  use  has  been  one  of  this  year’s  projects.  Power, 
the  young  people’s  personal  devotional  material,  has  been  introduced 
and  widely  distributed.  Also  Motive  is  popular  with  our  student 
group.  Our  local  Methodist  student  publication  The  Wesleyan  may 
also  be  added  to  our  literary  interests. 

Recreation — A number  of  parties  and  other  forms  of  social  gather- 
ings have  been  planned  for  this  year,  as  they  seem  to  be  an  excellent 
means  of  first  contact  with  our  constantly  changing  student  body.  We 
are  striving  needed  even  more  since  the  campus  has  gone  to  war  and 
so  many  new  problems  and  tensions  have  arisen  within  the  lives  of  its 
students. 

Missionary  education — We  recognize  the  need  for  emphasising  the 
total  church  program  within  the  student  group,  and  therefore  have 
endeavored  to  encourage  missionary  giving  and  projects.  We  have  taken 
out  a deputation  team  to  conduct  Sunday  services  for  a small  rural 
church  near  Natchitoches,  contributed  to  the  W.  S.  S.  F„  presented  a 
worship  service  for  the  local  W.  S.  C'.  S.,  collected  clothing  for  the 
war  refugees,  as  well  as  attempted  to  carry  on  some  programs  of  mis- 
sionary education  within  our  group  meetings. 

Befriending  the  Cadets — During  this  year  we  have  had  servicemen 
of  one  kind  or  another  on  this  campus.  They  live  in  the  dormitories, 
attend  classes  on  the  campus  during  the  daytime  and  evenings,  eat 
in  the  college  dining  hall,  and  in  general  become  Normal  students  for 
the  time  being.  Their  time  is  at  a premium,  but  on  minutes  off  they 
need  a place  where  they  can  come  and  relax,  enjoy  wholesome  friend- 
ships, and  find  a home  away  from  home.  This  the  Wesley  Foundation 
Center  is  trying  to  present  for  them.  Especially  interesting  and  of 
merit  we  feel  are  our  Open  Houses  on  Saturday  evenings  in  which  they 
find  an  opportunity  to  do  as  they  like  and  become  part  of  the  Fellow- 
ship group  formed  by  our  students.  They  have  so  many  of  the  same 
needs  as  the  students  who  are  also  away  from  their  homes,  adjusting 
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to  a new  dormitory  life,  being  pushed  through  an  exceedingly  rapid 
educational  process,  and  wondering  what  the  meaning  of  life  can  be. 
To  them  all  we  owe  the  little  bit  of  direction,  understanding,  and  cour- 
age in  facing  life  that  we  can  give.  As  we  endeavor  to  aid  them  in 
formulating  personal  convictions  and  taking  the  best  from  and  giv- 
ing their  best  to  life,  we  are  building  Christian  leaders  for  our  nation. 

We  have  appreciated  the  help  given  by  women  of  W.  S.  C.  S.  both 
in  our  local  groups  and  from  other  churches  who  realize  the  needs 
which  we  have  as  we  serve  both  the  students  in  uniform  and  in  civilian 
dress.  Many  of  them  are  in  distant  states  and  lands  now  but  the  dent 
our  Center  has  made  on  their  lives  will  remain  with  them  forever. 
We  covet  your  prayers  and  continued  interests  in  this  phase  of  our 
Christian  program.  Its  greatness  staggers  us  as  we  realize  that  it  is  be- 
ing carried  by  our  students  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.

SCARRITT  PROMOTION 

“Today  we  witness  the  destructive  horrors  of  a World  War.  To- 
morrow we  must  undertake  an  unprecedented  task  of  reconstruction.” 
With  these  words  the  new  president  of  Scarritt  College  made  vivid  to 
us  the  need  for  large  numbers  of  trained  Christian  leaders.  We  do 
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not  now  have  the  new  people  for  this  task,  it  becomes  part  of.  our 
obligation  to  present  the  need  to  the  young  life  of  our  church  and 
then  to  see  to  it  that  when  they  volunteer  for  service  they  have  ade- 
quate financial  help  during  their  training  period. 

The  student  body  of  Scarritt  this  year  is  drawn  from  thirty-two 
of  the  forty-eight  states.  Some  of  them  have  already  seen  service 
abroad  in  ten  of  our  mission  fields.  These  from  over  seas  make  us 
more  aware  of  how  imperative  will  be  the  need  for  trained  people  in 
all  the  areas  of  reconstruction  after  the  fighting  ceases. 

The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  South  eastern 
jurisdiction  with  seventeen  conferences  set  for  themselves  a goal  of 
three  hundred  new  workers  this  year.  We  of  the  South  Central  Juris- 
diction must  do  our  part  to  meet  this  emergency. 

The  following  suggestions  have  been  sent  from  Scarritt  for  our  con- 
sideration. “We  may  each  assist  in  the  training  of  social -religious 
workers  by  keeping  before  adult  groups  of  our  own  church,  and  before 
individuals,  the  projects  that  help  provide  the  moral  and  financial 
support  of  these  young  people,  who  offer  their  services  and  are  ready 
for  the  preparation  that  will  make  them  effective  workers.” 

“Plan  with  the  Conference  Representative  of  Scarritt  College, 
with  the  pastor,  with  the  church  -school  superintendent;  arrange  to 
have  a program  that  will  interpret  to  the  whole  church  the  urgent 
need  for  full  time  unordained  workers.  Sponsor  a class  project,  or 
secure  individual  gifts  to  help  finance  at  least  one  new  student  this 
year.  Government  Bonds,  War  Saving  stamps,  as  well  as  checks,  will 
help  to  build  this  fund.” 

This  year  $333.75  has  passed  through  my  hands  as  part  of  our 
giving  to  the  Living  Endowment.  I am  sure  much  more  has  been  sent 
directly  to  the  college,  but  since  I have  no  record  of  these  gifts  my 
figures  include  only  what  has  been  sent  to  me  as  your  Conference 
Scarritt  Representative. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  VISITING  INSTITUTIONS 


The  following  Institutions  in  Louisiana  are  projects  of  the  Wo- 
man’s Division  of  Christian  Service,  and  have  been  contacted  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Committees  Business  Girl’s  Inn,  Shreveport;  MacDonell 
French  Mission  School  and  Wesley  House,  Houma;  Sager-Brown  Home 
and  Godman  School,  Baldwin;  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center,  1130  N. 
Rampart  St.,  16,  New  Orleans;  Peck  Hall,  5323  Pitt  St.,  15,  New  Or- 
leans. 

Our  aim  in  assisting  them  is  primarily  to  enlist  more  voluntary 
workers,  and  to  help  the  Institutions  to  more  adequately  meet  the 
needs  of  their  communities.  These  Institutions  are  all  valuable  assets 
ir-  the  Missionary  Enterprise.  It  is  hoped  that  their  programs  will 
continue  to  be  enlarged,  that  more  and  more  skilled  workers  will  be 
enlisted  and  employed  enabling  them  to  more  nearly  attain  their 
goals  in  establishing  Christian  Brotherhood  enriching  the  lives  of  all 
those  whom  the  Institutions  reach.

BY  LAWS  OF  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCES  WOMEN  S SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

Constitutional  and  By-Laws  for  all  Conference  Societies  will  be 
found  in  the  new  Hand  Book. 


Article  I 

Elections  , 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Con- 
ference shall  be  elected  as  Conference  Officers. 

Section  2.  Officers  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of  four 
years,  with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the 
same  office.  To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time, 
beginning  in  1942  the  following  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a two 
year  term:  Vice-President,  Organization  Secretary,  Recording  Secre- 
tary, Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  Secretary  of  Supplies, 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Eucation  and  Service  and  Secretary  of  Spirit- 
ual Life  and  Message.  The  following  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a 
four  year  term:  President,  Treasurer,  Secretary  of  Young  Women’s 
and  Girl’s  Work,  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Secretary  of 
Student  Work,  Secretary  of  Children’s  Wirk.  Elections  shall  be  by 
ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  election. 

Section  3.  (a)  At  the  last  Annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium 
the  Conference  Society  shall  ele6t  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Society,  three  of  whom  shall  be  officers,  the  President  of  the  Society 
being  one  of  the  three. 

(b)  If  and  when  vacancies  occur  in  the  offices  designated,  during 
the  quadrennium,  the  successor  in  office  shall  be  considered  the  Con- 
ference representative. 

(c)  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  elec- 
tion. 

Section  4.  Three  women  shall  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Two  alternates  shall  be 
nominated  to  provide  for  any  vacancies  among  the  regular  nominees. 

Article  II 

Vacancies 

When  vacancies  among  officers.  District  Secretaries,  or  standing 
committees  occur  during  the  year  they  shall  be  filled  by  the  adminis- 
trative committee  with  radification  of  the  Executive  Committee,  until 
the  next  annual  session  of  the  Conference  when  the  office  shall  be 
filled  by  election. 


A’  ticle  III 
Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  cf  the  Conference  shall  be 
composed  of  the  officers  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Conference 
Society  may  determine.  A majority  shall  constitute  a quorum.  Any 
member  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  and  any  Jurisdictional  officers  re- 
siding in  this  Conference  shall  be  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mitee. 
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Section  2.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Committee  composed 
of  the  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  of  Organization,  Treasurer 
and  officers  residing  in  the  District  involved  in  matters  of  adminis- 
tration. This  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  serve  as  an  interim 
Committee.  Chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  IV 
Funds 

Section.  1.  The  Treasurer  may  disburse  without  order  from  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  of  Organization  the  quarterly  expense  money  for 
all  officers  and  District  Secretaries.  She  shall  send  quarterly  item- 
ized statements  to  the  Secretary  of  Organization,  President  and  District 
Secretaries. 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  advance  each  quarter  for  office 
expense  the  following  amounts:  To  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary 
of  Young  Women’s  and  Girl’s  Groups,  Secretary  of  Student  Work, 
Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service,  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  $7.50  each;  Secretary 
of  Organization,  $12.50;  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  $10.00;  Secretary  of  Supplies  $10.00;  Secretary 
of  Literature  and  Publications,  $20.00.  $20.00  quarterly  shall  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  cost  of  the  “Conference  News”;  District  Secretaries, 
$7.50  each;  Treasurer,  $25.00  per  month.  Postage  expense  shall  be  al- 
lowed all  chairmen  of  Conference  Committees. 

Section  3.  Thirty-five  cents  per  member  shall  be  set  aside  by  the 
Treasurer  for  a cultivation  fund  membership  to  be  based  on  enroll- 
ment December  31,  of  preceding  year.  Expense  of  officers,  speakers  at 
annual  meetings,  expense  of  executive  meetings,  expense  of  delegates 
to  Jurisdictional  meetings,  expense  for  promotion  and  educational 
funds  shall  be  paid  from  this  cultivation  fund.  All  money  in  the  fund 
at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  over  the  amount  necessary  to  adequately  carry 
on  the  Conference  york  shall  revert  to  the  general  fund. 

Section  4.  Each  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  for  Judis- 
dictional  and  Conference  Cultivation,  and  for  the  purchase  of  litera- 
ture, an  amount  equal  to  ten  cents  per  member. 

Section  5.  At  each  annual  and  district  meeting  public  collections 
shall  be  taken  for  Conference  Work,  and  amounts  forwarded  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer.  The  district  secretary  may  deduct  any  neces- 
sary expense  of  district  meeting  before  remitting  to  the  Treasurer. 

Article  V 
Districts 

Section  1.  Districts  shall  be  divided  into  zones  according  to  their 
size.  A leader  for  each  zone  may  be  appointed  by  the  District  Secre- 
tary subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Organization.  The 
Zone  Leaders  shall  hold  meetings  quarterly  in  their  respective  zones. 
A collection  may  be  taken  at  each  meeting.  After  the  expense  of  the 
meeting  is  paid,  the  leader  shall  send  the  remainder  to  the  Con- 
ference treasurer,  stating  the  amount  and  from  what  zone. 


Article  VI 

Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 
whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist 
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women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase 
their  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  The  com- 
mittee shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movement  of  the  times 
and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a clearer  appreciation  of  the  mean- 
ing of  Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship,  in- 
formal studies  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional  mater- 
ials. The  committee  shall  devise  definite  seams  for  permeating  the 
local  church  with  a spiritual  power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  con- 
secration and  to  more  active  service. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action  composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and 
of  Spiritual  Life.  This  committee  may  co-opt  such  other  members  as 
may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and 
recommendations  referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdiction  Com- 
mittee on  Summer  Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make  recommendations 
concerning  the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses  and 
co-operative  courses.  It  may  recommend  also  special  informal  studies 
in  line  with  major  needs.  This  committee  shall  develop  a correlated 
program  of  education  and  action  for  the  year  and  make  recommenda- 
tions concerning  the  same  to  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference  as 
chairman,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  District  Society,  where  there  are 
such  officers,  and  a limited  number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  society  in  the  local  churches  and 
the  pledges  made;  become  informed  of  conference  income  and  assist 
by  counsel  in  the  forming  of  the  Conference  pledge  and  budget. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Status  of 
Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and 
in  other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman’s  place 
and  the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church. 
The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society 
for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status 
and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personal,  composed  of  the  Conference  president,  the  Conference  cor- 
responding secretary,  the  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  and  the  women  of  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Exten- 
sion and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experience  in 
personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Women’s  Division.  It  shall  search 
for  consecrated  young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be 
available  for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for 
candidates  for  the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  prospec- 
tive candidates  the  procedure  in  making  applications  to  the  Board; 
it  shall  recommend  to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who 
in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective 
candidates;  it  shall  co-operate  in  making  plans  for  visitation  within 
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the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  personnel  work.  The  committee  shall 
send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  consisting  of  five  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  watch  all  proposed  legislation  and  call  attention  to  any 
overlapping,  conflicting  or  unnecessary  items.  It  shall  prepare  for  use 
In  the  Annual  Report,  a copy  of  the  By-Laws  adopted  by  the  Confer- 
ence, of  the  Standing  Rules  and  Rules  of  Order.  The  Chairman  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a Deaconess  Advisory  Committee  in  each 
District,  where  a deaconess  or  worker  is  employed,  with  the  following 
personnel;  the  District  Secretary,  who  shall  be  the  chairman,  the 
District  Superintendent,  Conference  officers  within  the  district,  the 
pastor  in  charge  of  the  local  church  and  the  presidents  of  each 
society  in  the  charge  in  which  work  is  undertaken.  The  committee 
shall  meet  quarterly,  at  which  time  the  worker  employed  by  the  Con- 
ference shall  make  a report.  Written  reports  shall  be  made  monthly 
to  the  District  Secretary,  Conference  President  and  Secretary  of  Or- 
ganization. 

Section  8.  The  District  Advisory  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  the  advisability  of  continuing 
each  worker  in  the  district. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  a Research  Committee  consisting  of  the 
District  Secretaries,  with  a chairman  elected  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  search  for  specially 
qualified  women  in  the  Conference  who  may  serve  as  officers  and 
chairmen  of  stand  committees.  It  shall  study  the  qualifications  and 
suitability  of  such  women  for  special  places  of  service  and  submit  a re- 
port of  its  findings  when  called  for  the  Conference  Women’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 

Article  VIII 
Amendments 

Section  1.  All  proposed  changes  to  the  by-laws  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  30  days  before  the  annual 
meeting  of  Conference,  and  typed  copies  shall  be  made  for  distribution 
to  the  delegates. 

Standing  Rules  of  the  Conference 

Article  1 — 

Nominations  for  District  Secretary  shall  be  made  by  a committee 
composed  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  of  Organization 
and  Treasurer;  election  to  be  by  acclamation. 

Article  2 — 

All  communications  from  Conference  Officers,  such  as  circular 
letters,  literature,  etc.,  must  go  direct  to  society  officers  of  correspond- 
ing office,  instead  of  through  the  District  Secretary. 

Article  3 — 

The  retiring  District  Secretary  shall  plan  as  far  as  possible  and  if 
necessary  hold  the  first  district  meeting  after  Conference. 

Article  4 — 

Each  District  Secretary  will  be  allowed  expense  money  to  attend 
one  meeting  a year  in  each  zone  in  her  district.  An  additional  Twenty- 
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Five  ($25.00)  Dollars  per  year  will  be  allowed  for  cultivation  work 
in  the  District. 

Article  5— 

A committee  shall  be  appointed  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the 
Conference  session.  All  minutes  of  the  Conference  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  and  the  recording  secretary. 

Article  6 — 

Stand  committees  shall  meet  for  organization  before  leaving  the 
place  of  meeting  of  the  Conference.  Each  committee  shall  have  the 
right  to  make  its  own  quorum.  Expenses  for  each  annual  meeting  of 
each  standing  committee  shall  be  allowed. 

Article  7— 

There  shall  be  a committee  of  three,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the 
Secretary  of  Organization,  elected  to  visit  the  home  institutions  within 
the  boundary  of  the  Conference  and  to  cooperate  with  them  in  the 
advancement  of  their  work.  An  expense  account  may  be  presented 
when  necessary. 

Article  8 — 

Typists  shall  be  supplied  at  the  Annual  meeting  for  the  writing 
of  Committee  reports,  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the  Conference 

Article  9— 

A half-hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  Anual  Meeting  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  worship. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 


Article  1 — 

Each  meeting  shall  open  and  close  with  a religious  service. 

Article  2 — 

All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  signed  by  two 
members, 

Article  3 — 

Courtesies  shall  be  limited  to  the  10  minutes  before  noon  devo- 
tional service. 

STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  SOCIETIES 

1.  No  new  society  can  be  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has 
been  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  and  District  Secretary. 

2.  In  order  that  the  Society  entertaining  the  Annual  Conference 
may  not  be  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  the  meeing,  a luncheon  shall 
be  served  by  an  outside  agency,  at  a price  not  to  exceed  75  cents  per 
plate. 

3 In  case  any  society  is  not  sending  a member  as  delegate  to  the 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  that 
Society  may  elect  its  Zone  leader  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and  may 
also  assist  in  paying  her  expenses. 

‘ 4.  One-fourth  of  the  membership  of  the  Society  shall  constitute 
a quorum  for  the  election  of  officers. 

5.  The  president  of  the  society  shall  be  responsible  for  the  call- 
ing of  an  executive  meeting  the  last  of  each  quarter,  at  which  time 
the  reports  should  be  made  out  and  mailecj  to  the  Conference  Officers, 
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6.  The  corresponding  secretary  of  each  Society  shall  send  the 
total  amount  pledged,  to  the  District  Secretary  not  later  than  February 
15th,  and  the  Memorial  Roll  not  later  than  March  10th. 

7.  Societies  having  the  circle  plan  of  organization  shall  shift  the 
membership  of  circles  at  least  every  two  years. 

8.  Representation  at  Annual  Meetings  shall  be  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Each  Society, 
however  small,  will  have  one  delegate. 

9.  Thirty  days  before  the  Annual  Conference  meeting,  the  Con- 
ference Recording  Secretary  shall  send  to  the  President  of  each 
Society  in  the  Conference  registration  cards,  which  she  shall  fill  in 
with  names  of  delegates,  and  with  check  covering  luncheons,  and 
mail  immediately  to  the  Chairman  of  Registration  in  the  Society  en- 
tertaining the  Conference. 

10.  A report  presenting  all  resolutions  and  plans  adopted  should 
be  made  by  the  delegate  or  delegates  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Society  after  the  Conference.
